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SURGEON AND BLACK PERCH ON THE 
NANTICOKE. 


The question of sturgeon propagation 
in Eastern Shore waters, raised by 
Editor George E. Hadday, of Easton 
has drawn Fish Commissioner C. L. 
Vincent into a general discussion of 
the fish hatching business: He ‘Baye. 

“Before going into the discussion of 
sturgeon propagation let mo tell you 
‘what the Maryland Fish Commission is 
doing. It may seem like a startling 
statement to you, but the Maryland 
Fish Commission, with the aid of the 
United States Fish Commission, is eav- 
ing the shad from total destruction as 
faras the waters of Maryland are con- 
cerned. The credit for this is virtually 
accorded to the commission by Pro- 
fessor Brooke, of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, who has made a scientific 
study of the matter. It isa settled fact 
that the shad returns to the river where 
it is hatched or put out. 

„La recent years the mouths of our 
rivers and even the sound have become 
such a network of fikes, weirs, pound 
nets and every conceivable device for 
catching shad, that according to Pro- 
fessor Brooks and our own judgment 
very few shad now reach the spawning 
grounds and the few that do so are not 
enough to keep up the supply, when it 
is considered that innumerable native 
fish devour the eggs of shad as well as 
the young fish as soon as they are 
hatched. Therefore if it were not for 
the artificial propagation of shad they 
would beso scarce in our rivers that 
there would not be enough for home 
consumption instead of, as now, supply. 
irig the city market and being a source 
of considerable revenue to the people 
of the State. 

“There are many thousand persons 


ripe roe shad from the fishermen, 
hatches out the fish and liberates them 
as soon as they are able to take care of 
themeelyes in the various rivers of the 
State. Thus the supply of shad is 
kept up, but still the headwaters are 
not teeming with them, as in the days 
when the fish could enter the rivers 
unmolested and had some showto get 
up to the spawning ground and natural 
ly pryduce its species.” 

"When the Maryland Fish Commis» 
ion was established there were several 
rivers on the Eastern Shore where the 
shad was a stranger, had never been 
caught or seen in them. The Fish 
Commission planted in these rivers 
millions of young shad and in a few 
years, to the surprise of the natives, 
they commenced to catch shad. Along 
this line the United States Fish Com- 
mission has done wonders, 

"Not many years ago in the rivers of 
the Pacific Coast the shad was a 
stranger, but eggs were secured at the 
Havre de Grace hatchery, and while 
the car of the commission was speeding 
on tothe Pacific Coast the fish were 
hatched out and cared for until they 
could be placed in the rivers of Cali- 
fornia. Ina ſew years after that the 
first shad was caught. Today they are 
more plentiful there than here and 
grow to be much larger, weighing as 
much as 16 pounds. 

“I could give you innumerable in- 
stances of the successful introduction 
of the shad into waters where it was 
unknown, Mr. J. Wesley English, a 
sacceesful fisherman of Riverton, on 
the Nanticoke river, told me the other 
day that two yearsago he could catch 
soarcely any black perch. But now he 
can get all he wants, and the catch is a 
most profitable one, all because the 
Fish Commission batched out and de- 
posited in Nanticoke river millions of 
perch. This is sucha valuable fish

POISONED BY DRINK. 


Wood Alcohol Supposed to Have Beea 
$ Taken Usawares.

drinking, He begged the manager not 
to say anything about his conduct and 
asked permission to go in his employer's 
room at the hotel, promising to be able 
by 1 o’clook to return to work.

Roberts went with him to the room and 
saw that he was made comfortable, On 
his return to dinner he found him ap- 
parently very sick,and as soon as possi- 
ble summoned Dr B. W, Goldsborough 
to attend him.

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THE ESSENTIAL ELEMENTS IN 
TEACHING. 


Professor Alexander Chaplain of Talbot 
Gives His Views. 


School Examiner, Alexander Chap- 
lain, off lalbot county, who has been 
superintendent of the public schools 
of that county continuously for over 
thirty years, and whose work has at: 
tracted’ favorable attention from all 
educational quarters, in a recent inter 
v.ew stated what he believed to be the 
essential element in the practical work 
of teaching. He saye: 

“The essential and fundamental el 
ment in the practical work of teaching 
in every department of school work, 
from the kindergarten to the university 
should be the equal and co ordinate 
development and training of the sensor 
and motor sides ofthe brain. If the 
sensor sides of the brain and the motor 
sides of the brain are not trained at the 
same time and through the tame teach- 
ing process neither can attain its best 
development. 

“The perfectly trained individual is 
the one who has physical organs train- 
ed to their fullest limit in power and 
skill to respond readily and definitely 
to the promptings of a well developed 
brain in which the sensor and motor 
elements are balanced and completely 
co ordinated. 

“With this view manual training 
has ite manual root and origin in the 
kindergarten and cannot be separated 
in its educational value from the fun- 
damental process and kindergarten law 
of self activity. When the kindergar- 


contributed the liberal sum of five dol- 
lars to the library fund of their school. 
This is a good example for other trus- 
tees to follow.

Ne and His Family Went Dewa With 
the 1l-Fated veel, as Did Cap-

San Francisco, Feb. 23.— The Pacific 
Mail steamer Rio de Janeiro ran on 4 
hidden cock while &ntering the Golden 
Gate carly yesterday morning in & 
dense fog. She sank a few minutes 
after striking., The latest figures place 
the loss at 127 persons, most of whom 
were Chinese and Japanese. 

The most prominent passenger on 
the steamer was Rounseville Wildman, 
United States consul at Hong Kong, 
who was accompanied by hia wife and 
two children. The ship was in com- 
mand of Pilot Frederick Jordan when 
she struck. He was rescued. Capt. 
William Ward went down with his ves- 
sel, ~ 

As near as can be learned there were 
201 people on board the Rio de Jan- 
elro, as follows: Cabin passengers, 29; 
steerage (Asiatic), 58; second cabin, 7; 
white officers, 30; Asiatic crew, 77. 

The saved number 74, classified as 
follows: Cabin passengers. 12; white 
officers, 12; steerage (Asiatic), 13; 
crew (Chinese), 37. 

The lost number 127, classified as 
follows: Passengers, 24; officers, 18; 
crew (Chinese), 39; steerage (Asiatic), 
46. 

The following cabin passengers are 
lost: Rounseville Wildman, wife two 
children and nurse; Mra. K. West, J. F. 
Seymour. H. C. Matthesor, Mrs. and 
Miss Wakefield, Miss Rewena Jehu,

The first news of the disaster reach- 
ed here at 7:30 o'clock, and sooon af- 
terward a boat load of rescued passen- 
gers and petty officers arrived at the 
mall dock. 

Tugs were immediately dispatched 
to render any service that might be 
needed, but no living persons were 
afloat when they reached the wreck. 
A number of drowning people were 
rescued by Italian fishermen, and the 
bodies of two white women, three Chi- 
nese and a Japanese were brought in 
by the tugs. 

From all accounts it appears that the 
officers were cool and gave the neces- 
sary orders with the least possible ex- 
eltement. 

Capt. Ward, Who was on deck when 
the vessel struck, at once gave orders 
to the crew on watch to hurry the pas- 
sengers to the forward deck. At the 
same time the quartermaster on duty 
sounded the signal for fire drill, and 
within five minutes all the men were 
at their stations. There was not 
much confusion until, 15 mtuutes after 
striking, the bow of the vessel sudden- 
ly plunged under water. Then there 
was a wild rush for the boats. The 
Chinese crew, to the number of more 
than a hundred, was terrorized. Some 
of them huddled in little groups, chat- 
tering in fear. Others crouched close 
to the deck, moaning pitifully. Many 
jumped into the sea. 

Capt. Ward remained on deck until 
the vessel hed settled to such an ex- 
tent that the water was engulfing 
him. Then he went up on the bridge 
and from there contined to iasue his 
directions, although by this time the 
confusion was 30 great that few paid 
any attention to his commands, 

That the steamer sank almost im- 
mediately after striking is the report 
of a majority of those rescued. Some 
of the passengers say that she in- 


stantly listed forward and that in five | 


minutes she went down, while others 
declare that she steyed afloat for half 
an hour after she struck. The con- 
fusion occasioned by such an incident 
is intense, and it is not surprising to 
find that there is a lack of unanimity, 

The wreck lies about three-fourths 
of a mile south. of Fort Point and 
about a thovesrd yards off the rocky 
shore, The smokestack and a portion 
of the upper works of the Ill fated 
steamer are visible. 

There are several conflicting stories 
concerning the fate of Capt. Ward, The 
steward of the Rio says that he stood 
beside the captain when the vessel 
went down. Two other survivors say 
that they also saw the captain to the 
last, but Frederick Lindstrom, the 
quartermaster of the Rio, emphatically 
declared that Capt..Ward emulated 
Admiral Tyron, of her British ma-

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PHILIPPINES AND CUBA. 


Senate Passes Army Bill Appro- 
priations Affecting Them. 


HOAR VOTES WITH DEMOORATS | 


On the Philippines Amendment, 
Which Was Carried by a Vote of 45 
to 25—Demeocrats Vigerously De- 
Bounced Government's Policy. 


Washington, Feb. 28.—Not since the 
enactment of the resolutions declaring 
a state of war to exist between the 
United States and Spain has there been 
such an avalanche of passionate ora- 
tory as the senate listened to yester- 
day. Throughout the session the army 
appropriation bill was under discus- 
sion, the controverted questions being 
the Spooner Philippine amendment 
and the Platt Cuban amendment. Curi- 
ously enough, the debate was confined 
entirely to the Democratic side of the 
chamber, with one exception. Both 
amendments were denounced as vicious 
and pernicious legislation, subversiveof 
the principles of this government and 
unparalleled in the history of legisla- 
tive enactments, š 

The most notable speech of the day 
was delivered by Mr. Bacon, of Geor- 
gia. He had been thoroughly aroused 
by reports that the Democratic mem- 
bers had been induced by questionable 
means to withdraw their opposition to 
the proposed legislation, and he pas- 
sionately branded a libel upon hon- 
orable men and senators any and all 
such statements. Personally, he de- 
clared, he would defeat the amend- 
ments if he could, although he realiz- 
ed the majority would have to accept 
the responsibility for them. His ar- 
raignment of the administration for 
“coercing congress into enacting such 
provisions in the closing hours of the 
season” was sensationally flerce, and 
he declared that the only possible ob- 
ject of such action was that the 
“plunderers and vultures” might have 
an opportunity to prey upon the pros- 
trate land of the Filipinos, 

Senators Turner (Wash.), Tillman 
(8. C.), Pettigrew (8. D.), Hoar 
(Mass.), Teller (Colo.), Mallory (Fla.), 
Lindsay (Ky.), Culberson (Tex.), Jones 
(Ark.), Money (Miss.), Allen (Neb.) 
and others addressed the senate, all of 
them denouncing the proposed legisla- 
tion. 

Early in the evening the voting be- 
| gan on the minor amendments to the 
measure. All of them were offered by 
Democratic senators and all of them 
were voted down by heavy majorities. 

The Cuban amendment was passed by 
43 to 20. 

The Spooner amendment was adopt- 
ed by 45 to 25. Senator Hoar voted 
| with the Democrats. 

During the early part of the day the 
conference report upon the fortifica- 
| tions appropriation bill was accepted 
by the senate. 
The house had a busy day of rou- 
tine, agreeing to the conference reports 
| Cn the fortification, District of Colum- 
bia and the military academy bills, the 
last named containing the anti-hazing 
, legislation, The naval appropriation 
bill was sent back to conference, after 
the defeat of a motion to concur in the 
senate’s provision for three more sub- 
marine torpedo boats. The Louisiana 
purchase exposition bill, which has 
been in a precarious parliamentary 
state, was finally sent to conference 
for an adjustment of differences. Sev- 
eral bills for statues were disposed of 
by parliamentary manouvers, The 
revenue cutter bill also received a re- 
verse, the house adjourning when, an 
effort was made to take it up, 


Engincers Strike On theGreat Lakes. 

Cleveland, Feb. 28.—As a result of 
the refusal of the Lake Carriers’ asso- 
clation to grant the demands of the 
marine engineers for additional help 
in the engine rooms of steamers Na- 
| tional President George Uhler yester- 
day afternoon declared a strike in 
force affecting about 1,800 engineers 
on the great lakes. Prominent vessel 
owners freely expressed the hope that 
the eagineers might succeed in tying 
up lake commerce until July 1, as it 
| would result in high carrying rates 
later,

London, Feb. 28.—The Daily Chron- 
icle, which has received a report it be- 
Neves trustworthy, though it has no 
means of verification, that Gen. Botha 
has surrendered to Lord Kitchener,

“According to earlier information 
Gen. Botha was to have neen received 
at Lord Kitchener’s camp about the 
end of this week, but if the foregoing 
report is correct events have ripened 
with unexpected rapidity.” 

Bennet Burleigh-wires to The Daily 
Telegraph trom De Aar, under Twes- 
day's date, as follows:

means that the operations will soon 
be reduced to a dacoit stage. 


ALLEN ASSAILS SAMPSON 


For insisting on Social Qualifica- 
tions For Navy Officers, 

Washington, Feb. 27.—In the senate 
yesterday Mr. Allen, of Nebraska. se- 
verely arraigned Rear Admiral Samp- 
son for some endorsements he is al- 
leged to have made upon an application 
of Chief Gunner Charles Morgan, of 
the navy, for promotion to the grade of 
commissioned officer. Mr. Allen's de- 
nunciation of Admiral Sampson was 
sensational. 

The admiral, in his “endorsement,” 
speaks highly of Morgan as a sailor, 
but opposes his application because: 
“While it is true that these men are 
selected from a large class of men of 
very unusual ability, which distin- 
guishes them as perhaps the profes- 
sional equals of their officers as far as 
their technical education stands, it is 
also true they are recruited from a 
class of men who have not had social 
advantages that are requisite for a 
commissioned officer.” 

Navy officers, while they may grant 
to some extent the force of the ad- 
miral’s reasoning, deplore his deliver- 
ance, because of its effect on legisla» 
tion. They say it defeats the plan 
creating the offices of vice admiral for 
Sampson and Schley.

AN OLD MAN'S SUICIDE.

Horrible Self Butchery of Mr. Jas. Phil-|The Method of Drawisg the Jury be- First Annual Report of the Salisbury

MOTIVE FOR THE SHOCKING DEED. 


Mr. Jas. Phillips of Baron Creek dis- 
trict, who cut his own throat last Mon- 
day night, died from the wound about 
five o'clock Tuesday afternoon, aged 
76 years. His remains were interred 
in the family burial ground on the 
farm, Thursday morning. 

The deed was done on the farm about 
a mile north of Hebron, where the sui- 
cide had lived with his wife since early 
manhood and where all their sur- 
viving five sons and three daughters, 
had been born and reared. Some 
years ago the wife, grown feeble with 
care and age, died; the sons and daugh- 
tors married and separated, leaving the 
father, old, disagreeable and ‘peevish, 
alone on the farm with only the ten- 
ants as companions. Thomas Dennis 
is the name of the present tenant. He 
was the first to suspect that Mr. Phil- 
lips was ill, but instead of entering the 
bedroom to inquire, he crossed the 
field to the residence of Mr. Isaac Phil 
lips and told the latter that his father 
must be sick as he had noticed blood- 
stains on the doorstep and heard 
grvans from the room which Mr. Phil- 
lips occupied. The son didn’t appear 
to regard the information as important; 
several hours passed before he visited 
the house to inyestigate. Mr. Robert 
G. Robertson of Mardela Springs was 
on the farm surveying that day and 
during the forenoon he went with Mr. 
Isaac Phillips to the house and made 
the horrible discovery. Later Mr. Jas, 
A. Waller and other neighbors, hearing 
of the tragedy, came to be of whatever 
service lay in their power. . Dr. George 
W. Todd of Salisbury, in response to a 
telephone message from Hebron, drove 
to the scene about noon, but could de 
nothing more than relieve, by the ad- 
ministration of anesthetics, the sufer- 
ings of the dying man. 

Those, who visited the house saw a 
ghastly sight. The suicide lay on a bed 
saturated with blood, and in conspicu- 
ous evidence were a blood-stained razor 
and a shoe knife—joint instruments of 
death. Human gore stained the floor 
of the room, and in the man's throat 
was a gash which reached literally from 
“ear to ear’. Dr. Todd, in speaking 
of it, said he had vever, in an exper- 


lence of sixteen years, seen such a hor- 
rible throat cut. The wind pipe was 
severed S and the tongue cut 
loose at the ; the gash reached to 
the neck bone near its junction with 
the skull but neither jugular veigu was 
touched, hence the lingering death. 

The suicide was a son of the late 
Samuel Phillips of lower Sussex coun- 
ty, Delaware, who died some twenty 
years ago, leaving a large landed prop 
erty much of which was entailed by 
will, The farm where this tragedy 
occurred was left during his lifetime to 
the suicide, then it was to go to certain 
of the onm. Its management was al- 
ways à source of dispute between the 
father and the sons, and neighbors be 
lieve this to have been the caus. of the 
old man’s horrible deed. 

The suicide of Theodore Bailey in 
the same way on the adjoin farm, 
twenty years ago, is recalled by 
‘the people of that cemmunity. 
Such shecking deeds were at that 
time few and far between, and it 
cast a heavy shadow over the neighbor- 
hood.

The law requires the Judges of the 
Circuit Court at least 15 days before 
each Jury term of Court to select 
from the voting inhabitants of the 
county two hundred names for Jurors. 
Persons under 25 and over 70 years of 
age, Judges of Orphans’ Court, Dele- 
gates, Coroners, Constables and School- 
masters are exempt, 

These 200 names are apportioned 
among the 12 districts in the county 
according to their voting population 
and the number to which each district 
is entitled is selected from that district. 
The names are then written on ballots 
of the same size and color, folded by 
the Judge evenly with his own hands 
and placed in the Jury box, the names 
selected from each district being placed 
in a separate compartment for that dis- 
trict. This being done there must be 
drawn from these 200 names 48 names 
of persons to serve as Jurors for the en- 
suing term of Court. These 48 names 
are again apportioned among the 12 
districts according to their voting in- 
habitants and the alloted number is 
drawn out the separate compartments 
of the districte. 

The Judge, however, does not do the 
drawing. He eelects the names, has 
them written on the ballots, folds the 
ballots himself and places them in the 
Jury box as above described, then the 
law requires him to designate some 
person, who has not been present dur- 
ing the selection, to draw the 48 names 
from the box. This person, usually 
the Clerk, stands back to the box and 
is unable te make selection’ but must 
draw at random from each department 
the number the district is entitled to, 

The selection of the names and the 
drawing of Jurors is glways done pub- 
licly.

In the work of trying to help others, 
we again come together to sum up our 
work of a year that is past, and to take 
up the work for another. One more 
year is a thing of the past. Fall it has 
been of God given opportunities to do 
some good to his suffering creatures 
which we have done so far as our limit- 
ed means would permit. 

We organized one year ago, electing 
the following officers:

We organized with twelve members, 
and now we have forty. The work 
was entirely new, and of course we had 
many difficulties to overcome, trials to 
meet, and rough places to be smoothed 
over; but by being banded together, 
all in sympathy with one cause, work- 
ing together in perfect harmony, no 
shirking of duty by any member, but 
each one ready to do whatsoever her 
hands found to do, much has been ac- 
complished. No scciety ever worked 
more harmoniously. Not an unpleas- 
ant word, harsh criticism or unkind 
thought in all these months we have 
worked together, so far as I know. We 
all had one object in view. “To do 
good to ail as we had opportunity.” 

We were compelled, for lack of 
funds, to confine ourselves to cases of 
sickness only. We scarcely knew how 
to take up our work as we had so little 
money. There were seventeen dollars 
left of the University Extension Fund 
which was given to us, and‘it was truly 
marvelous the immense amount of 
good that has been done with this 
seemingly small sum, We have been 
reminded many times in the past year, 
when we would think of the little at 
our command, of the barrel of meal 
and cruse of oil. 

By the time this was exhaust d warm 
weather came when less fuel and cloth- 
ing were required, and people were 
able to get work, the demands upon us 
were not so great. We gave a lawn 
party from which we realized thirty- 
two dollars. The generous people of 
this town, (there are none any more 
80), have many appeals for help, to 
which they liberally respond, and for 
this reason we hesitate to come before 
the public. Some of the young men 
and girls of the town offered to assist 
by giving an entertainment, From 
this we received thirty-five dollars. 
Words are inadequate to express our 
appreciation of the kindness of these 


geene people, and if they could only 
wofthe many cases of suffering 
and distress that have been relieved 
through their efforts, they would feel 
amply compensated I am sure for all 
this work and trouble. 

Many cases have been reported this 
winter, where the husband and father, 
the only su of the family, was not 
able to work owing to sickness, and in 
some cases the mother and two or three 
children sick, with nota mouthful to 
eat or stick of wood to burn. In every 
ease immediate assistance was render- 
ed by sending provisions to last at least 
a week, and in some cases wood was 
furnished. There has not been a week 
for many that we have not had this 
appeal, and sometimes oftener, and yet 
ow fifteen dollars. Do you won

M'KINLEY INAUGURATED. 


Took the Oath of Office in a Dreaching 
Rala Storm. 


POINTS OF INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 


In Discussing Cuba and the Philip- 
pines Me Declares a Few of the Fil- 
else Are Making War Against Us. 
An Imposing Military Pageant. 


Washington, March 5.—"He that 
handlieth a matter wisely shall find 
good, and whoso trusteth in the Lord, 
happy is he. 

“The wise in heart shall be called 
prudent; and the sweetness of the lips 
increaseth learning.” ' 

Kissing these verses of the Steen 
Proverbs, with bowed head in acknowl- 
edgment of his subscription to the oath 
of office administered by Chief Justice 
Fuller, President McKinley at 1:17 
o'clock yesterday for the second time 
passed completely into the full honors 
of the presidency of the United States. 

The book, a dark brown seal Teach- 
era’ Bible, about nine by six inches in 
size, had been opened at random by 
Clerk McKenny, of the supreme court, 
who long has made it a point to note 
as a matter of curious knowledge the 
verse which chances to meet the lips 
of incoming presidents. 

Washington's streets yesterday re- 
sounded to the tread of more 
marching soldiers and sailors than 
ever have participated in a presi- 
dential inauguration, and the func- 
tion had as witnesses to the cere- 
monies a vast multitude, who cheered 
frequently whenever President McKin- 
ley or his vice presidential colleague 
was visible. There has been better 
weather on inauguration day, and there 
has been much worse than that which 
attended yesterday's ceremonies. The 
day in the early forenoon gave prom- 
ise of being a golden spring day, such 
as Prof. Moore, the chief of the weather 
bureau, on Sunday very confidently and 
with much emphasis predicted, but the 
weather man was in a capricious mood 
and by noon a slow drizzle had begun 
that lasted with some intermissions 
and and occasional lively downpour 
until late in the afternoon. The worst 
of the wet weather unfortunately came 
just at the time President McKinley 
was being inducted into office on the 
east front of the Capitol in the pres- 
ence of a crowd estimated to number 
40,000 persons. 

But the air was mild and pleasant 
and the day ended with dry weather, 
so that, as stated, there have been 
many worse inauguration days. 

Talk of Changing Inauguration Day. 

The downpour at the most in- 
teresting point of the proceedings again 
brought forward the agitation of April 
30 as the date for future inaugurations, 
It was on April 30 that George Wash- 
ington took the first oath to the highest 
office known to man, and yesterday's 
experience was a commentary on the 
uncertainty of March weather. 

The regulars, infantry, cavalry and 
artillery, the Jack tars and marines, 
the sombreroed cowboys, the dark 
skinned Porto Ricans in the American 
uniform, the militia of 22 states and 
the political cluba of the civic division 
swelled the great procession which es- 
corted the president and vice presideat 
back to the White House. Over all was 
the continuous roar of voices greeting 
the presidential party. In advance rode 
a platoon of mounted police, followed 
by the famous Governors’ Island band, 
playing “Hall to the Chief.” Behind 
these there broke upon the spectators’ 
view the grand marshal, Gen. Francis 
V. Greene, and his dazzling staff. 

Then the handsome City Troop of 
Cleveland, in grenadier uniform, the 
president’s personal escort, rode by, 
their plumes rising and falling to the 
movement of their coal black chargers. 
But their claims to admirstion were 
slighted in a large measure. The cran- 
ing eager crowds had eyes only for the 
open barouche drawn by four horses in 
which the president and Senator Han- 
na, chalrman ot the committee of ar- 
rangements, sat. The explosions of ap- 
plause which greeted the chief magls- 
trate were redoubled as Vice Presidant 
Roosevelt, in another carriage drawn 
by two horses, came into view. The 
hero of San Juan received, if anything, 
a more flattering ovation than the 
president himself. 

The military, as a whole, attracted 
unbounded admiration. The regulars, 
who in the old days before the Spanish 
war would have received scant atten- 
tion, got an ovation from one end of 
the line to the other, The crowds fairly 
rose at the Jack targ rolling along with 
their sword bayo like a thicket of 
steel above them, Admiral Dewey, 
Gen, Miles, Gen. Joe“ Wheeler and 
‘many other officers who came into 
prominence during the Spanish war 
were lionized. 

The crowds went wild over the West 
Point and Annapolis cadets, marching 
with clockwork precision, and the 
rough riders upon their bronchos. The 
Porto Rican’ regiment, the Richmond 
Greys, in Confederate grey, and the 
college students from the principal uni- 
versities set the crowds off again and 
again. The national guard of the sev- 
eral states made a brilliant showing, 
and many of the governors riding with 
their staffs were overwhelmed with en- 
thusiagm. Darkness fell as the last of 
the procession tramped by the review- 
ing stand. 

The inaugural Ball. 

The culminating event of the inau- 

ral festivities was the inaugural ball, 
eld last night in the vast auditorium 
of the pension office, with men and wo- 
men distinguished in every walk of 
life tò el * and mm-

THE BELGIAN HARE. 


High Class Stock to be Bred by the Bells 
at Handy Hall, 


“Why does the rabbit wobble his 
nose“ was one of the questions asked 
by the United Women of Maryland of 
the school children of the State, and 
each child had its own, in most cases, 
amusing idea about the reason, thus 
leaving this important question open 
to discussion. Dr. L, S. Bell of this 
city who is a trae sportsman and 
knows the “why” for many things, is 
probably the best qualified person in 
the Commonwealth to settle the dis- 
pute, Atleast itis suggested that he 
can tell why a ‘Boll’-gian Hare 
wobbles his nose, in case he does. 

However, to leave off “wobbling” 
and get down to the real meat—rabbit 
meat—of this article, Dr. Bell and his 
two sons, Mesars. William 8. and Fred 
two fine young business fellows of 
Philadelphia without a drop of rabbit 
blood in them, have established on 
“Kent Island,” a part of Handy Hall 
farm, a mile out of Salisbury on the 
Wicomico river, the first rabbit warren 
ever started in the county and per- 
haps the firston the peninsula. They 
are going in for fancy stock, having 
started the venture with four pedi- 
greed animals, the male being the 
champion buck Duke of York, sire 
Bonnie England; dam, Queen Vic, 
The three does are by Priory Prince II, 
out of the imported doe Courtly Dame. 
Dr, Bell will haye the management of 
the business here, and the stock will 
be inereased from the young of a hutch 
which Mr, Fred Bell will manage in 
Philadelphia. 

The Belgian hare is astonishingly 
prolific, producing a litter of from six 
to ten about every thirty days if left 
alone, but this tendency will be held 
in check by the management of the 
Handy Hall rabbitry, where each doe 
will be restricted to the annual pro- 
duction of six litters. 

The high class breeder preserves only 
the finest young animals with which 
to perpetuate bis stock. The oulls at 
Handy Hall will be sold for their meat 
or turned loose on the farm, The flesh 
of the Belgian hare is very white and 

is said to be toothsome and more suo- 
culent than our native rabbit. At pres 
ent there is a good demand in the cities 
for the meat at twenty and twenty-five 
cents per pound and the skins, a brown- 
ish red or golden tan in color, bring all 
the way from twenty to eighty cents 
a piece, Stetson, the hat man, uses 
them in his business, and the so-called 
electric seal is said to be Belgian hare 
fur dyed, 

The Belgian hare will weigh from 
ten to fourteen pounds. At five months 
they should weigh about five pounds, 
and this is the right age for dressing 
for market purposes. Like all rabbits 
the Belgian will thrive on anything 
which is eaten by the sheep. 

This is all we know about the rabbit 
business, but what Dr. Bell can't tell 
you, may be learned from the books 
which have been written on the sub- 
ject.

gling with the plain American citizen. 
As a spectacular event it was unparal- 
lelled in the history of inaugural balls, 
in the sumptuousness of arrangement, 
in the bewildering splendor of decora- 
tions and of marvelous electrical ef- 
fects and in the countless throngs tak- 
ing part in the spectacle. There was 
Wisappointment, however, because the 
grand march was abandoned, owing to 
the temporary indisposition of Mrs. 
McKinley, who, with the president, 
vice president and a distinguished 
party, viewed the scene from the bal- 
cony. 

In his inaugural address, delivered 
ander the most. dispiriting climatic 
conditions, President McKinley spoke 
in substance as follows: 


The President's Inaugural Address. 


My Fellow Citizens: When we assem- 
bled here on the 4th of March, 1897, there 
Was great anxiety with regard to our 
currency and credit. None exists now. 
Then our treasury receipts were inade- 

uate to meet the current obligations of 
the government. Now they afe suf- 
ficient for all public needs, and we have 
a surplus instead of a deficit. Then 1 
felt constrained to convene the congress 
in extraordinary session to devise reve- 
nues to pay the ordinary expenses of the 
government. Now I have the satisfaction 
to announce that the congress just clos- 

has reduced taxation in we sum of 
$41,000,000, Then there was deep solicitude 
because of the long depression in our 
manufacturing, mining, agricultural and 
mercantile industries and the consequent 
distress of our laboring population. Now 
every avenue of production is crowded 
with activity, labor is well employed, and 
American products find good markets at 
bome and abroad. 

Our diversified productions, however, 
are increasing in such unprecedented 
volume as to admonish us of the neces- 
sity of still further enlarging our for- 
eign markets by broader commercial re- 
lations. For this purpose reciprocial 
trade arrangements with other nations 
should in liberal spirit be carefully cul- 
tivated and promoted. 

The national verdict of 1896 has for the 
most part been executed. Whatever re- 
mains unfulfilled is a continuing obliga- 
tion resting with undiminished force 
upon the executive and the congress. But 
fortunate as our condition is, its per- 
manence can only be assured by sound 
business methods and strict economy in 
national administration and legislation. 
We should not permit our great prosper- 
ity to lead us to reckless ventures in 
business or profligacy in public expendi- 
tures. While the congress determines 
the objects and the sum of 1 
the officials of the executive de ments 
are responsible for honest and faithful 
disbursement, and it should be their con- 
stant care to avoid waste and extrava- 
gance. z 

Four years ago we stood on the brink 
of war without the people know! it and 
without any preparation or effort at 
preparation for the impending peril. I 
did all that in honor could be done to 
avert war, but without avail. It be- 
came inevitable, and the congress at its 
first regular session, without party di- 
vision, provided money in anticipation of 
the crisis and in preparation to meet it. 
It came. The result was signally favor- 
able to American arms and in the high- 
est degree honorable to the government. 
It imposed upon us obligations from 
which we cannot escape and from which 
it would be dishonorable to seek to es- 
cape. We are now at peace with the 
world, and it is my fervent prayer that 
if differences arise between us and other 
powers they may be settled by peaceful 
arbitration and that hereafter we may be 
spared the horrors of war. 

Entrusted by the people for a second 
time with the office of president, | enter 
upon its administration appreciating the 
great responsibilities which attach to this 
renewed honor and commission, promis- 
ing unreserved devotion on my part to 
their faithful discharge and reverently 
invoking for my guidance the direction 
and favor of Almighty God. I should 
shrink from the duties this day assumed 
if I did not feel that in their perform- 
ance I should have the co-operation of 
the wise and patriotic men of all par- 
ties, 

Strong hearts and helpful hands are 
needed, and, fortunately, we have them 
in every part of our beloved country. We 
are reunited. Sectionalism has disap- 
peared, Division on public questions can 
no longer be traced by the war maps of 
1961. These old differences less and less 
disturb the judgment. Existing prob- 
lems demand the thought and quicken the 
conscience of the country, and the respon- 
sibility for thelr presence as well as for 
their righteous settlement rests upon us 
all—no more upon me than upon you. 


The Eatension of Liberty. 


The American people, tintrenched in 
freedom at home, take thelr love for it 
with them wherever they go, and they 
reject as mistaken and unworthy the doc- 
trine that we lose our own liberties by 
securing the enduring foundations of Hb- 
erty to others. Our institutions will not 
Geteriorate by extension, and our sense 
vf justice will not abate under tropic 
suns in distant seas. As heretofore, so 
hereafter will the nation demonstrate its 
fitness to administer any new estate 
which events devolve upon it,. and in the 
fear of God will “take occasion by the 
band and make the bounds of freedom 
wider yet.“ If there are those among us 
who would make our way more difficult, 
we must not be disheartened, but the 
more earnestly dedicate ourselves to the 
task upon which we have rightly entered. 

We will be consoled, too, with the fact 
that opposition has confronted every on- 
ward movement of the republice from its 
8 until now, but without suc- 
cess, he republic has marched on and 
an, and its every step has exalted free- 
dom and humanity.

THE SCHOOL CHILDREN. 


Their Observations And Preferences Ex- 
pressed In The Recest Nature 
Contest. 


WHY BUNNY WOBBLES HIS NOSE. 


The Baltimore Sun gays: In the re- 
cent “Nature” contest inaugurated by 
the lecture committee of the Play- 
Ground Association of the United Wo- 
men of Maryland none of the questions 
which were submitted to the children 
of the oity and State received more care- 
ful atten.ion than Have you ever no- 
ticed a rabbit wobbling its nose? Why 
do you think he does it?” 

Some of the children frankly acknow 
ledged in the papers which were sent 
to the committee that they had noticed 
this characteristic habit of the rabbit, 
but that they hadn't the faintest idea 
what he meant by doing it. But the 
frank ones were few and far between. 
‘There were not more than a half dozen 
of them in the 826 that took part in the 
contest. Three or four had not noticed 
the wobbling, aud said so. Another 
small contingent showed some famil- 
isrity with Ernest Seton- Thompson. 
They took his word for it, and said ‘‘the 
rabbit wobbles his note to keep his 
smeller clear.” 

The rest said what they thought, and 
took the chances. It does this motion 
to smell,” one small girl wrote. “I 
think they do it because they want to 
gnaw down their teeth’’ was the opinion 
of another. He does it because it helps 
in the sense of smelling and to breath,” 
was the thought of a third. To help in 
the sense of smell” was the opinion 
held by the majority. This was consid- 
ered insufficient by some, and one child 
added, “and for the sense of touch,” 
Another added and to scent danger.“ 


“JUST A HABIT.” 


One child disposed of the problem by 
writing: ‘‘I think it is a habit with 
them.” Another who felt the same way 
wrote: Because it is his nature to do 
20. One wrote; They do it when 
breathing fresh air,” ‘I think he does 
it to scent danger; the pores of the nose 
open and they can scent far off,” anoth- 
er young naturalist wrote. 

Others ventured thesestatements; ‘‘He 
does it to feel and smell, just as cate 
feel and smell with their whiskers,” 
„He's hunting food.” He wobbles his 
nose when he has a desire for any- 
thing.“ Because its nose itches.’’ “Be 
cause it hasn't any tail to wobble’— 
this was the opinion of a Baltimore 
county boy. "I have saw a rabbit wob- 
bling his nose. I think he does that to 
show which way to goto get something 
to eat.” 

“I think he wabbles his nose on sao- 
count of his nurvus system“ —this was 
the thought ofa 9 year old Baltimor- 
ean. 

“Because it is puzzled,” 

“They do it to smell and enifile the 
air to find out if there are any dogs or 
anything elseon their trail -a country 
boy wrote this. 

Some difference of opinion was ex- 
prersed on nearly every question that 
was asked. There were some surprising 
assertions and some interesting confes- 
sions. No age limit was tet by the com- 
mittee and the contestants included 
boys and girls from 8 years old up to 
16- Of the 826 contestants about two- 
thirds live in Baltimore city and the 
rest live in different parts of the State. 

ABOUT THE MOON, 

Among the confessions was that ofa 
little 8-year-old maiden—a Baltimor- 
ean, by the way—who wrote in response 
to the questions; “When did you last 
see the moon? Wasita new moon, a 
full moon, ora waning moon?” “I have 
been going to bed early and I have not 
seen the moon since I was in Massachu- 
soita, and then it was a full one.” This 
same little girl wrote ın regard to her 
preference of sports and pastimes; 
“I like driving for outdoor pleasure. 
For indoor pleasure I like dolls and pa- 
per dolls, and the game of cribbage, 
and the game of Peter Jones in New 
York, and the most laughable thing on 
earth, and a lot of other games“ 

“These questions are answered by me 
according to my ides and notice“ was 
the dignified declaration of one child 
who showed a fondness for formality 
and formule. 

FAVORITE CROP GROWING, 


“What do you think ie the prettiest 
crop growing?’ was answered by nearly 
all of the children with Wheat“ or 
“corn.’’ But there was a soattering of 
notes on this as on everything else, and 
one child wrote that cotton is the pret- 
tiest crop growing. Another said “to 
bacco.” Another, with a good healthy 
appetite said “apple crop.“ Another, 
with an eye for color, sald “scarlet olo- 
vor.“ And one utilitarian—a 9-year-old 
Baltimore girl—wrote,; I think that 
soup carbs look the prettiest growing.” 

According to the opinion of the ma- 
jority crops of wheat, corn or potatoes 
are those that give the best food for 
man, There was one dissenting voice. 
It was that of a girl, too, and she wrote; 
Tobacco is the best food for men.“ 

THR PRETTIEST BIRD, 


In their answers to the question 
„What is the prettiest bird you know?” 
the contestants, county children as well 


the meoking-bird. Two è 
preference for the Bird of Paradise. Of 
the true songbirds the oriole received 
the largest number of votes—five. Next 
came the robin, with four votes. The 
humming bird, the bluejay, the “woods 
hen” and the cardinal bird each re 
ceived one vote. The heron was aleo 
named by one of the county children. 
The city ebildren, strangely enough, 
showed a more extended acquaintance 
with birds than the county children. 


Ot course the very large majority voted }- 


for the canary. Next in order came the 
oriole with 20 votes, robin 19, bum- 
ming biid 16, peacock, 15, binebird 11, 
parrot 9, redbird 4, mocking-bird 3. 
woodpecker 2, nightingale 2. The Bird 
of. Paradise,. whippoorwill, dove, part- 
ridge and pigeon each received one 
vote. 

The nonparoll,“ a bird whose color 
was described as red, purple, green and 
brown, was named by one child, the 
“Resplendent Trogan’’ by another and 
the “Astra” by a third. 

The little English tparrow was not 
without its admirers. Four of the chil- 
dren wrote that it was the prettiest bird 
they had ever seen. One of them gave 
this de-cription of it; ‘‘fhe sparrow 
does sing. It has a short bill. The 
sparrow +ings most between 10 and 11 
o'clock and also between 12 and 1.”

Wild Coffee Can Be Gatliéred’ by 
Tens, end Wild Vautita and Olive 
Abound—Wonderfel Advantiiges 
Por the Pioneer of thè Future. 


Chicago, March 7.—Wiliiam Stamps 
Cherry, the African explorer, who re- 
cently returned to this Country, last 
night, witht the aid of a n, 
entertained the members of the Chi- 
cago Press club. He made public for 
the first time many of his discoveries, 
and spoke interestingly of his many 
adventures im Central Africa. The 
stereopticon slides were made from 
hundreds of photographs which the ex- 
plorer obtained while traveling in the 
interior and wistth gave authentic pic- 
tures of African life. Mr. Cherry told 
of his exploration of the immense Kot- 
to region, and the finding of three new 
native tribes, the N’gozzias, Breeas and 
Lindas, in this hitherto inaccessible 
country; his discoveries in natural his- 
tory, including two new species of 
antelope, and one of small elephants, 
having no tusks. He gave a graphic 
description of his life among the dit- 
ferent cannibal tribes and said his ob- 
servations and studies of their arts 
and customs to the minutest details 
will answer many questions refarding 
their past history and present life. 

He also spoke of the Importance of 
impressing upon the American peop 
the great future of this immense un- 
known country, which in spots is en- 
tirely uninhabited, but yet abounds in 
wonderful resources, On this latter 
subject Mr. Cherry said: 

“I have found wild coffee that is pro- 
nounced first class in favor and which 
can be gathered by tons; also a wild 
vanilla and a species of wild olive. The 
forests are immense, and represent the 
finest timber in the world. They are 
full of unknown nuts and wild fruits, 
peculiar in shape and flavor, but many 
of them pleasant to the taste, and 
which will become well known and 
useful in civilized countries. 

Most of the land over which I trav- 
eled is very fertile and is watered by 
creeks and rivers so numerous that it 
is unnecessary to carry water for 
drinking purposes. The banks of the 
rivers and creeks are generally fringed 
by heavy wood, The rubber vine, 
which grows here in its greatest luxuri- 
ance, will furnish one of the most 
profitable commercial products of this 
whole region. Bananas, pineapples, 
oranges, lemons and all tropical fruits 
grow in such abundance that there is 
little use for a native to work more 
than an hour a day. Rice, corn, sweet 
potatoes and peanuts are some of the 
foods that are frequently found and 
which grow like weeds with but little 
attention; the manioc and yam and a 
great many other fruits, vegetables and 
grains, unknown to the people of the 
temperate zone, grow there abundantly. 
Tobacco and sugar cane flourish as in 
their native soll. The natural advan- 
tages of the United States were far leas 
helpful to our forefathers than the 
foods of Africa offer to the pioneer of 
the future. 

“The geographical position ts the 
finest of any country, and the rallroads 
of the future will open up this vast re- 
gion of commerce and immigration, 
and I look forward to the time when 
the cities of Africa, situated on the 
banks of some of these beautiful rivers, 
with their myriads of islands and 
dashing catarrcts, will be the most 
picturesque of the world.” 


THE MANOHESTER SENSATION, 


Mise Knights Breach of Promise 
Suit Against Ducal Bridexroom. 
London, March 7—The Manchester 

sensation promises to rival the West- 

minster scandal. Although the Duke 
of Manchester asserts that the writ has 
mot been served upon him in the suit 
of Miss Portia Knight for alleged 

breach of promise, this is quite im- 

material, as the writ has been issued 

and proceedings have commenced, Miss 

Knight is an American, 23 or 24 years 

old. She was on the stage in New 

York for a short time and has been 

living privately in London for a year. 

When Miss Knight's svijcitors were 
called upon they declined to give’ any 
details or to more than confirm the 
report that Miss Knight had com- 
menced action. 

This entirely unexpected sequel to 
one of the most interesting marriages 
between American helresses and rep- 
resentatives of the British peerage had 
its inception shortly after the Duke of 
Manchester so suddenly made Miss 
Zimmerman a duchess. Miss Knight's 
allegations are not yet obtainable, but 
it is evident that she is in earnest and 
that the sult was brought without any 
idea of gaining publicity. Unlike the 
duchess, Miss Knight is a pronounced 
brunette, with an olive complexion.

KITCHENER AND BOTHA: 


Rumors of Peace Negotiations Be- 
tween Them Credited, 


DE WET SEEMS BEYOND OONTROL. 


Even If Botha Makes Terms of Pence 
It Will Only Be as “One of the 
Bunch"—Dr, Leyds’ Useless Nego- 
tiations For Peace. 


London, March 7.—Private informa- 
tion received in London this morning 
confirms the rumors of negotiations 
between Lord Kitchener, Sir Alfred 
Milner and Commandant General Louis 
Botha. Nothing is known as to the 
actual presence of the Boer command- 
er-in-chief at Pretoria and no London 
paper publishes a statement that he 
is there, but it is reasonably certain 
that Gen. Botha is in either personal or 
very close touch with Lord Kitchener. 
Today Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman 
will endeavor to extract some informa- 
tion from the government on the sub- 
ject in the house of commons. 

The press is informed that Sir Alfred 
Milner has gone to Pretoria with the 
object of assisting Lord Kitchener in 
these negotiations, the length of which 
appears to be due to Gen. Botha's de- 
sire to consult with Acting President 
Schalkburger, at Pietersburg, and to 
make terms applying to the whole 
Boer forces, but militating against this 
is Lord Kitchener's doubt as to Gen. 
Botha’s ability to control Gen. De Wet 
and other leaders, as well as the in- 
ternal opposition Gen. Botha is en- 
countering. One of the best informed 
South African authorities said to « 
press representative last evoning: 

“We have little doubt that Gen. 
Botha will surrender. The question 
now is as to what forces he can bring 
with him. We have private informa- 
tion tending to show that Lord Kitch- 
ener and Sir Alfred Milner have de- 
cided to accept his surrender on the 
basis that he is merely an individual 
commander rather than commander-in- 
chief of the enemy's forces. Gen. De 
Wet and Gen. Delarey, as well as the 
other leaders, will probably have to be 
dealt with individually on similar 
terms. If the negotiations with Gen. 
Botha reach a successful termination 
it will be—to use an expressive Amer- 
icanism—just one of the bunch.” 

It is also understood that Dr. Leyds 
was recently negotiating to secure 
peace terms, but when it was discover- 
ed that he was merely acting a farce, 
not being in communication with Gen. 
Botha or able to live up to the tenta- 
tive suggestions made, the British gov- 
ernment, having learned his views, 
quickly ended the proceedings, es- 
pecially whe it was found that Lord 
Kitchener was treating with Gen. 
Botha, while Dr. Leyds was unable to 
speak authoritatively for the forces in 
the field. 


Irish Row tn British Parliament. 

London, March 6,—Twelve Irish 
members of parliament were suspend- 
ed for a week early this morning for 
refusing to obay the rulings of the 
chair. There was a lively row, in 
which several members were forcibly 
carried out by the police, the Irishmen 
fighting vigorously all the while and 
hurling epithets at the speaker. Free 
fights between the members and police 
became general, and several of the 
members had their clothing badly torn 
in the scrimmage. The trouble arose 
through Mr. Balfour closuring the 
whole education estimates without giv- 
ing and opportunity to discuss the Irish 
votes. 


Our New Minister to Austria. 
Washington, March 7.— The presi- 

dent yesterday sent the following nom- 
inations to the senate: Robert 8. Mc- 
Cormick of Illinois, to be envoy extra- 
ordinary and minister plenipotentiary 
of the United States to Austria-Hun- 
gary; Frank W. Jackson of Pennsylva- 
nia, consul at Patras, Greese. There 
were also a number of navy promo- 
tions sent in, including Capt. A. 8. 
Crowninshield, to be chief of the bu- 
reau of navigation, with the rank of 
rear admiral. Mr. McCormick, who 
succeeds Addison C. Harris at Vienna, 
Was secretary of legation in London 
under Minister Robert T. Lincoln, 

Emperor William Assaulted. 

Bremen, March 7.—While Emperor 

William was driving from the Raths- 
keller to the railway station here yes- 
terday a workman named Dlerich Wel- 
land threw a piece of fron Into his ma- 
jesty's carriage. Welland was immedi- 
ately arrested. The emperor is said 
to have been slightly injured in the 
cheek, but he continued his journey 
without interruption. Welland, who Is 
an epileptic, gave confusing answers te 
the police regarding his motives.

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WASHINGTON, March 3.—In this dis 
tourse Dr. Talmage calls for a warm 
friendship between those who preach the 
gospeb and those who make newspapers, 
the spoken word and the printed word to 
go side by side; text, Luke xvi, 8, The 
children of this world are in their genera- 
tion wiser than the children of light.” 

Sacred stupidity and solemn incompe- 
tency and sanctified laziness are here 
rebuked by Christ. He says worldlings 
are wider awake for opportunities than 
are Christians. Men of the world grab 
occasions, while Christian people let the 
most valuable occasions drift by unim» 
proved. That is the meaning of our Lord 
when he says, “The children of this 
world are in their generation wiser than 
the children of light.” 

A marked illustration of the truth of 
that maxim is in the slowness of the 
Christian religion to take possession of 
the secular printing press. The opportu- 
nity is open and has been for some time 
open, but the ecclesiastical courts, and 
the churches, and the ministers of reli- 
gion are for the most part allowing the 
golden opportunity to pass unimproved. 
That the opportunity is open I declare 
from the fact that all the secular news- 
papers are glad of any religious facts or 
statistics fhat you present them. Any 
animated and stirring article relating to 
religious themes they would gladly print. 
They thank you for any information in 
regard to churches. If a wrong has been 
done to any Christian church or Christian 
institution you could go into any newspa- 
per office of the land and have the real 
truth stdted. Dedication services, minis- 
terial ordinations and pastoral installa- 
tions, cornerstone laying of a church, an- 
niversary of a charitable society, will 
have reasonable space in any secular 
journal if it have previous notice given. 
If I had some great injustice done me, 
there is not an editorial or a reportorial 
room in the United States into which 1 
could not go and get niyself set right, 
and that is true of any well known Chris- 
tian man. Why, then, does not our glori- 
ous Christianity embrace these magnifi- 
cent opportunities? I have before me a 
subject of first and last importance: How 
shall we secure the secular press as a 
mighty re-enforcement to religion and the 
pulpit? 

Indiscriminate Hostility, 

The first thing toward this result is 
cessation of indiscriminate hostility 
against newspaperdom. You might as 
well denounce the legal profession be- 
cause of the shysters, or the medical pro- 
fession because of the quacks, or mer- 
chandise because of the swindling bar- 
gain makers as to slambang newspapers 
because there are recreant editors and 
unfair reporters and unclean columns, 
Gutenberg, the inventor of the art of 
printing, was about to destroy his types 
and extinguish the art because it was sug- 
gested to him that printing might be 
suborned into the service of the devil, 
but afterward he bethought himself that 
the right use of the art might more than 
overcome the evil use of it, and so he 
spared the type and the intelligence of 
all following ages. But there are many 
today in the depressed mood of Guten- 
berg, with uplifted hammer, wanting to 
pound to pieces the type, who have not 
reached his better mood, in which he saw 
the art of printing to be the rising sun of 
the world’s illumination. 

If, instead of fighting newspapers, we 
spend the same length of time and the 
same vehemence in marshaling their help 
in religious directions we would be as 
much wiser as the man who gets consent 
of the railroad superintendent to fasten 
a car to the end of a rail train, shows 
better sense than he who runs his wheel- 
barrow up the track to meet and drive 
back the Chicago limited express. ‘The 
silliest thing that a man eyer does is to 
fight a newspaper, for you may have the 
Goor for utterance perhaps for one day in 
the week, while the newspaper bas the 
floor every day in the week. Napoleon, 
though a mighty man, had many weak- 
nesses, and one of the weakest things he 
ever did was to threaten that if the Bug- 
lish newspapers did not stop their ad- 
verse criticism of himself he would, with 
400,000 bayonets, cross the channel for 
their chastisement. Don't fight newspa- 
pers. Attack provokes attack. Better 
wait until the excitement blows over and 
then go in and get justice, for get it you 
will if you have patience and common 
sense and equipoise of disposition. It 
ought to be a mighty sedative that there 
is an enormous amount of common sense 
in the world, and you will eventually be 
taken for what you are really worth, and 
you cannot be puffed up, and you cannot 
be written down, and it you are the enemy 
of good society, that fact will come out, 
and if you are the fricnd of good society 
that fact will be established. 

Speaking From Experience. 

I know what I am talking about, for I 
can draw on my own experience. All the 
respectable newspapers, as far aa | know, 
are my friends now. But many of you 
remember the time when | was the most 
continuously and meanly attacked man in 
this country. God gave me grace not to 
answer back, and I kept silence for ten 


ears, aud much grace was required. 
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What I said was perverted and twisted 
into just the opposite of what I did say. 
There were millions of people who be- 
lieved that there was a large sofa in my 
pulpit, although we never had auxtblug 
but a chair, and that durivg the xinging

There is only one per- 
son you need to manage, and that is 
yourself. Keep your dispositions sweet 
by communion with Christ, who anawer 
ed not again, get society of genial peo 
ple and walk out in the sunshine with 
your hat off, and you will come out all 
right. And don’t join the crowd of peo- 
ple in our day who spend much of their 
time damning newspapers. 

Again, in this effort to secure the sceccu- 
lar press as a mightier re-enforcement of 
religion, let us make it the avenue of re 
ligious information. My advice, often 
given to friends who propose to start a 
new paper, is: “Don't! Don’t! Employ 
the papers already started.” The biggest 
financial hole ever dug in this American 
continent is the hole in which good peo- 
ple throw their money when they start a 
newspaper. It is almost as good/and as 
quick a way of getting rid of money as 
buying stock in a gold mine. Not more 
printing presses, but the right use of 
those already established. All their 
cylinders, all their steam power, all their 
pens, all their types, all their editorial 
chairs and reportorial rooms are avail- 
able if you would engage them in behalf 
of civilization and Christianity. 

Re-enhforcement of Religion. 


Again, if you would secure the secular 
press as a mightier re-enforcement of re- 
ligion and the pulpit, extend widest and 
highest Christian courtesies to the repre- 
sentatives of journalism. Give them 
easy chairs and plenty of room when 
they come to report occasions, For the 
most part they are gentlemen of educa- 
tion and refinement, graduates of col- 
Jeges, with families to support by their 
literary craft, many of them weary with 
the push of a business that is precarious 
and fluctuating, each one of them the 
avenue of information to thousands of 
readers, their impression of the services 
to be the impression adopted by multi- 
tudes. They are connecting links be- 
tween a sermon, or A song, or a prayer. 
and this great population that tramp up 
and down the streets day by day nud 
year by year with their sorrows nucom- 
forted and their sins unpardoned, Oh, 
the hundreds of thousands of people in 
our cities who nerer attend churches! 
Our cities are not so much preached to 
by ministers of religion as by reporters, 
Put all journalists into our prayers and 
sermons. Of all the hundred thousand 
sermons preached today there will not be 
three preached to journalists and proba- 
bly not one. Of all the prayers offered 
for classes of men innumerable the pray- 
ers offered for the most potential class 
will be so few and rare that they will be 
thought a preacher's idiosyncraay. There 
are many journalists in our church mem- 
berships, but this world will never be 
brought to God until some revival of re- 
ligion sweeps over the land and takes 
into the kingdom of God all editora, re 
porters, compositors, pressmen and news- 
boys. And if you have not faith enough 
to pray for that und toll for that you had 
better get out of our ranks and foin the 
other side, for you are the unbelievers 
who make the wheels of the Lord's char- 
lot drag heavily. The great final battle 
between truth and error, the Armaged- 
don, I think, will not be fought with 
swords and shells and guns, but with 
pens—quill pens, steel pens, gold pena, 
fountain pens, and before that the pens 
must be converted. The most divinely 
honored weapon of the past has been the 
pen, and the most divinely honored weap- 
on of the future will be the pen; proph- 
et’s pen and e¢vangelist’s pen and apos- 
tle’sa pen, followed by editor's ped an! 
author's pen and reporter's pen. God 
save the pen! The wings of the Apoc 
alyptic angel will be the printed page. 
The printing press will roll ahead of 
Christ's chariot to clear the way. 

“But,” some one might ask, “would*you 
make Sunday newspapers also a peen- 
forcement?” I have learned to take 
things as they are. I would like to see 
the much scoffed at old Puritan Sabbaths 
come back again. I do not think the 
modern Sunday will turn out any better 
men and women than were your grand- 
fathers and grandmothers under the old 
fashioned Sunday, To say nothing of 
other results, Sunday sewspapers are 
killing editors, reporters, compns}tore and 
pressmen. Every man, woman aud child 
is entitled to 24 hours of nothing to do, 
If the newspapers. put on another set of 
hands, that oes not relieve the editorial 
and reportorial room of its cares and 
responsibilities, Our literary mep dle 
fast enough withoot killing them’ with 
Bunday work. 

God and the Printing Press. 

All things are possible with God, und 
my faith is up until nothing Ip the way 
of religious victory would surprise ‘me. 
All the newspaper printing presses óf the 
earth are going to be the Lord's, and tele - 
graph and telephone and type will yet 
announce ‘nations born in a day. The 
first book ever printed was the Bible, by 
Faust and his son-in-law, Schocfler, In 
1460, and that consecration of type to the 
Holy Sériptures was a prophecy of the 
great mission of printing for the evangel: 
ization of all the nations. The fatlier of 
the American printing was a thr 
gyman; Rev. Jesse Glover, and that was 
a prophecy of the religious use that the 
gospel ministry In this country were to 
make of the types. 

Again, we shall see the secular ‘press 
as a mightier re-enforeement of religion 
and the pulpit by making our religious 
utterances more interesting and spirited, 
and then the press will reproduce them.

The Church and the Press. 

Now, as you all have something to do 
with the newspaper press, cither in issu- 
reading it, either as pro-

on this Lord's day a treaty to be signed 
between the church and the printing 
press, a treaty to be ratified by millions 
of good people if we rightly fashion it, a 
treaty promising that we will help each 
other in our work of trying to illumine 
and felicitate the world, we by voice, you 
by pen, we by speaking only that which 
is worth printing, you by printing only 
that which is fit to speak. You help us, 
and we will help you. Side by side be 
these two potent agencies until the judg- 
ment day, when we must both be scru- 
tinized for our work, healthful or blast- 
ing. The two worst off men in that day 
will be the minister of religion and the 
editor if they wasted their opportunity. 
Both of us are the engiticers of long ex- 
press trains of influence, and we will run 
them into a depot of light or tumble them 
off the embankments. 

What a useful life and what a glorious 
departure was that of the most famous 
of all American printers, Benjamin 
Franklin, whom infidels in the penury of 
their resources have often fraudulently 
claimed as their own, but the printer 
who moved that the Philadelphia conven- 
tion be opened with prayer, the resolution 
lost because a majority thought prayer 
unnecessary, and who wrote at the time 
he was viciously attacked, “My rule is to 
go straight forward in doing what ap- 
pears to me to be right, leaving the con- 
sequences to Providence,” and who wrote 
this quaint epitaph showing his hope of 
resurrection, an epitaph that I hundreds 
of times read while living in Philadel- 
phia: 

“The body of Benjamin Franklin, 
printer (like the cover of an old book, its 
contents torn out and stripped of its let- 
tering and gilding), lies here food for 
worms. Yet the work itself shall not be 
lost, for it will (as he believed) appear 
once more in a new and more beautiful 
edition, corrected and amended by the 
Author.” 

The Disciples as Reporters. 

That Providence intends the profession 
of reporters to have a mighty share in 
the world's redemption is suggested by 
the fact that Paul and Christ took a re- 
porter along with them, and he reported 
their addresses and their acts. Luke 
was a reporter, and he wrote not only the 
book of Luke, but the Acta of the Apos- 
tles, and without that reporter's work 
we would have known nothing of the 
Pentecost and nothing of Stephen's mar- 
tyrdom, and nothing of Tabitha's resur- 
rection. and nothing of the jailing and 
unjailing of Paul and Silas, and nothing 
ot the shipwreck at Melita.

When the music began, he 
began, and with his pencil be derided 
that and then derided the prayer and 
then derided the reading of the Scrip- 
tures and then began to deride the ser- 
mon. But, he says, for some reason h's 
hand began to tremble, and he, rallying 
himself, sharpened his pencil and start- 
ed again, bat broke down again and then 
put pencil and paper in bis pocket and 
his head down on the front of the pew 
and began to pray. At the close of the 
service he came up and asked for the 
prayers of others and gave hia beart to 
God, and, though still engaged in news- 
paper work, he is an evangelist and bires 
a hall at bis own expense and every Sun- 
day afternoon preaches Jesus Christ to 
the people. 

And the men of that profession are go- 
ing to come in a body throughout the 
country. I know hundreds of them, and 
a more genial or highly educated class of 
men it would be hard to find, and, though 
the tendency of their profeasion may be 
toward skepticism, an organized, com- 
mon sense gospel invitation would fetch 
them to the front of all Christian en- 
den vor.

It is built 


on ninety small islands, connected by 


200 bridgee, hence the name means the 


dam or dike of the Amstel.“ Formerly 
canals took the place entirely of streets, 


but ot late many of them have been 
filled and made into streets so that it is 
possible to ride several miles in a car 
The architecture is very quaint, 
all of the houses lean in some direction, 
the whole town has a wharfy look, but 
is quite interesting and pretty. Next 
morning we took a drive through the 
city but could see very little of it from 
a historical standpoint. Itis famous 
for its diamond cutting and we had 
been promised a visit to the workshop, 
but the fullfillment of this promise 
never came. At ten o’clock we left, and 
by leaving time we had not such a good 
feeling, nor so much sympathy for the 
Dutch as we had on entering Queen 
Wilhelmina’s kingdom the day before. 
A few minutes past ten we were all 
packed iato the stuffy compartments, 
baggage and all, there being no provi- 
sion made for the transportation of 
hand baggage, the guide caring to reg- 
ister only trunks. Before leaving the 
Hotel each one was furnished with a 
dainty lunch, for we were to spend the 
entire day on the train, our next stop- 
ping place being Cologne, Germany. 
Our way atill lay through the lowlands 
of the Dutch but we noticed a change 
in the surrounding country as we went 
toward the land of the sturdy Germans. 
Leaving Amsterdam we came in sight 
of the Zuider Zee, but we were disap- 
pointed in not seeing the dikes whioh 
we expected were to be seen, keeping 
back the Ocean. About noon we reach- 
ed the German frontier where the Cus 
tom House was the nextin order. All 


hopes that we would get through as 


easily here as the day before, but alas! 
for the vain hopes of man. Our train 
had scarcely come to a standstill when 
the voice of our guide was heard call 
ing out in stentorian notee—“All out 
and bring your baggage with you.” I 
had two pieces and they being eo heavy 
I left the smaller one containing only 
some toilet articles in the compartment, 
thinking it need not be inspected. I had 
scarcely reached the door of the build- 
ing, when looking back I saw a portly 
official stalking along with my grip 
swinging in his hand.

would hold water, tumblers, pitchers 
and even beer bottles. The country soon 
began to look somewhat like our own, 
for the crops growing were such as we 
seo in America. The wheat was, most 
of it, still standing; every foot of land 
was in cultivation and their way of ar- 
ranging the cropa seemed quite odd. 
For instance we saw no fields of wheat 
only strips of it. There would be a 
strip 16 or 20 feet wide in wheat, a space 
correspondingly as wide in sugar beets, 
another in potatoes and cabbage and 
then another in wheat. We supposed 
they did this in order to rotate the crops 
as the same land must be cultivated ov- 
er and over again each year, Or perhaps 
the one strip each of wheat etc., com- 
prised one man’s farm, for in the Con- 
tinental countries there are no woods 
away from the mountains and no fences 
dividing one domain from another. 
Where there are so many people the 
problem must be, How are they to be 
fed? Although wheat is a staple pro- 
duction of this country we never saw a 
binder, and only one grass mower 
throughout all Germany. We saw many 
men at work cutting their wheat, but 
nearly all useda sickle, such as our 
great grand fathers were familiar with 
in their day and generation. Some us- 
ed an arrangement which was a slight 
improvement upon the sickle. It con- 
sisted of a long blade similar to what 
we know asa scythe, with a kind of 
frame or lattice work extending about 
halfway the blade, this caught the 
heads and prevented them falling to 
the ground. It was mot what we know 
as a cradle, being far behind that prim- 
itive implement, Again did we as wo 
men thank our stars that we had been 
born in a land that upholds the dignity 
of its women, for not onoe did we see a 
man in the field unless his wife or some 
other woman, possibly his daughter, 
was by his side. As he cut the wheat, 
he threw it into herarms and she bound 
it into bundles. Not many of them had 
any hats on, many were bareheaded 
and the othet had only squares of cot- 
ton tied over their heads. Their arms 
were bare to the elbow, and face, hands 
and arms were as brown as could be 
and looked as tough as leather. 
Militarism here prevails and every 
youth who reaches his seventeenth year 
must serve a number of years in the 
Standing Army. This causes the bur- 
den to fall upon the women, children, 
and the aged and infirm men of the 
land and as this country isso far be 
hind in agricultural improvements, it 
is necessary that woman do more than 
her share in the struggle for existence. 
May the time never come for us when 
the brawn end sinew of our land will 
be hidden under a blue coat and brass 
buttons and the duties which nature 
delegated to the stropg arm be trans- 
ferred to the aged, infirm men and 
women of our beloved Columbia. 
Churches were occasionally seen now 
in country places and all of them had 
a brass rooster on the spire; but whether 
it was for a weather vane or there was 
some legend conmected with it we were 
unable to find out as mone in the party 
could give information. About 6,80 p. 
m., we reached Cologne. This city is 
the capital of Rhemish Prussia, a minor 
German state and is situated on the 
Rhine River. It is built in a semi- 
circle, surrounded by a boulevard sixty 
feet wide, Cologne was founded by 
Agrippima, the mother of that in- 
famous Roman Emperor Nero, and was 
first called in her honor Colognia 
Agrippina. It is now one of the most 
important commercial centers of Ger 
many, and since the Franco-Prussian 
War has beem strongly fortified. A 
stroll throwgh the city will give one an 
adequate impression of the power and 
glory of the modern German Empire, 
butas our time was short we could 
only pick out the most interesting ob- 
ey and that to all tourists must be 
famous Cathedral. It fs one of the 
finest specimens of Gothic architecture 
in Burope, perhaps id existence. Tho 
foundation stone was laid in 1828 but 
i¢ was not finished until 1880, when it 
is sald the ceremony of ite consecration 
attracted pilgrims from the civilized 
world.

were crowded into a still smaller room, 
having an iron gate through which we 
looked. like prisoners bebind the bars. 
The heat soon became unbearable and 
we were glad, when the gate was un- 
locked and we boarded the train, to re- 
nume our journey. This wasone of the 
warmest days during our travels; eight 
or nine pereons and their baggage, us 
ing a Continental term, packed in one 
compartment, was surely not conducive 
to our comfort, while the dirt and ein- 
ders that pouredin upon us from the 
open window, mingled with the perspir- 
ation made us all look as if'soap and 
water were atan extravagant premium. 
Even drinking water was scarcely ob- 
tainable, often not to be had at all. 
Whenever our train would stop at a 
station, venders of fruit, sandwiches, 
lemonade, and even water would hawk 
their wares under our car windows. 
Some soon learned to look for the sign 
“Trink vasser and the train would 
scarcely be ata standstill when men 
and women would be seen darting to- 
ward the sign, carrying anything that 


took our places in the pews and watch- 
edthe burning of the incense, This 
service gave us an opportunity of see- 
ing for ourselves the true Catholic 
spirit of this great church, if we had 
never seen it ¢xemplified before.

Every where 
we had linen sheets, not one cotton one 
did we see. At 8 p. m. dinner was ser- 
ved and we did full justice to the boun- 
tiful supply set before us; for the bright 
room, long tables covered with imma- 
culate cloths, glittering with shining 
silver and polished glassware, whetted 
our appetites to a remarkable degree. 
After dinner we wandered out, visiting 
the stores, viewing the beautiful leather 
goods offered for sale. The handsomest 
leather goods I have ever seen I saw 
here and on many of the articles were 
reproductions of the Cathedral of which 
they seem to be justly proud. Some of 
our party visited the church of St. 
Ursula, who according to tradition was 
murdered on this spot with her eleven 
thousand virgin companions by Attila 
the Hun, called the ‘Scourge of God,” 
they preferring death to slavery and 
disgrace. The walls of this curious 
church are covered with human bones, 
said to be the bones of these virgins, 
while those of St. Ursula herself adorn 


the altar. We were all sorry to leave 
this beautiful city but the morning of 
the next day must find us on our way 
toCoblenzonthe Rhine, A, E. ELLIS.

‘Death of The First Negro Voter. 


A special dispatch from Kingston, N. 
Y., of Feb. 28, says; ‘Georga Peter 
Newkirk, a negro, know as Old George 
Pete.” died at his home in Hurley on 
Tuesday at the extraordinary age of 117 
years. ‘George Pete had been afa- 
miliar figure to generations of promin- 
ent men and women whose early lives 
were passed in Ulster county. He was 
born ana brought up aslave in the New- 
kirk family, and continued to reside 
with some member of that family all 
his life. He was the first negro voter 
in the State of New York, having voted 
long befcre Abraham Lincoln signed 
the Emancipation Proclamation. At 
that time negroes, in order to vote, were 
required to be freemen and toown prop 
erty over a certain amonnt in their own 
name and right. “George Pete’ was 
in fairly good health during the latter 
years of his life and even until within

Ot course, the story is 
all pure fiction, but if that dear old 
mythical pertonage could visit us to- 
day, she could with some truth give 
the same answer to a like question. 
The metropolis of Maryland is outgrow- 
ing itself, if such a thing could oe pos- 
sible, The tall sky-ecrapers have made 
our far-famed Washington Monument 
dimminutive in size and its heightseems 
to have “grown beautifully less. The 
city has b en epreadieg out in three 
directions, east, west, north, and build- 
ing is going on at arapid pace. The 
two story six room houses seem to be 
the most popular and the rents are low. 
Ten years ago, on the very spot where 
I write this letter, the amal farmer 
raised his truck for the city markets, 
and to day Iam but afew minutes ride 
from the heart of the city by the trolley 
car. Hundreds of houses in my section, 
where the husbandmen tilled the soil 
only a decade ago. What a métamor- 
phosis! 


The Eastern Shoreman is very much 
in evidence in this (his) city. They are 
in all walks of life, and many of them 
have attained influential and promi- 
nent positions here, I meet some of 
them daily. They are in our city hall, 
postoffice, counting roomr, department 
stores, and in the humbler walks of life. 
And I am erorry to say, some can be 
found in the penitentiary, but their 
color is mostly graded from the yellow 
to the chocolate. Thel tter constitute 
90 per cent of the criminal class of the 
Peninsula. 


My letter- carrier is an Eastern Shore- 
man, a thorough little gentleman, and 
a faithful servant or Uncle Sam. Your 
readers know him, he is Charlie Fields, 
a former Salisburian, and his brother 
Gordon is in the tax department of our 
municipality. 


The political pot is bubbling, for the 
spring election is nearing. A number 
of the old councilmen want to be re- 
turned and are making strencous efforts 
for a renomination. The Democratic 
elements of theCouncil have done well, 
with afew exceptions who should be 
relegated to a back seat in the pit of obli- 
vion.

Sketch of a Disttapulsthed Career. 

Benjamin Harrison, twenty-third 
President of the United States, came 
of a historic line> Major General Har- 
rison, an English ancestor, bore. arms 
with Oliver Cromwell, and rose with 
him to prominence in the revolution. It 
fell to his lot to sign the death warrant 
of Charles I, and after the restoration 
he paid the penalty for this act, being 
hanged on Oct, 13, 1660. Benjamin 
Harrison, the first descendant of Crom- 
well’s general who appears in Amer- 
ican history, was a member of the Vir- 
ginia house of burgesses, later a dele- 
gate to the colonial congress, a signer 
of the Declaration of Independence, 
three times governor of Virginia, and 
a member of the convention that rati- 
fied the constitution. His son was 
Gen. William Henry Harrison, Whose 
honorable career as a soldier and 
statesman culminated in his election 
to the presidency in 1840, to be fol- 
lowed by his death in the White House 
one month after his inauguration. Joha 
Scott Harrison, the son of President 
Harrison, was the father of the subject 
of this sketch. 

Benjamin Harrison was born at 
North Bend. O., Aug. 20, 1833. He was 
educated at the Miami University, from 
which he was graduated at the age of 
18. After leaving college he studied 
law in the office of Judge Stover, in 
Cincinnati, and was admitted to the 
bar in 1854, before he had attained his 
majority. The next year he took up 
his residence in Indianapolis, where 
he began the practice of his profession. 
Young as he was he Was already mar- 
ried, and poor, but he boldly took ‘his 
young wife, the daughter of Prof. Scott, 
of Miami University, with him to~his 
new home. 

Clients were not long in finding him 
out, and from the outset he took an 
active part in politics. In the cam- 
paign of 1860 he was one of the leading 
Republican orators in bis state. He 
had been nominated for reporter of 
the supreme court of Indiana and was 
elected. He served in this position for 
more than a year, but the war fever be- 
came too strong for him, and in July, 
1862, he raised a regiment and was 
commissioned colonel of the Seven- 
teenth Indiana by Governor Morton. Col. 
Harrison with his regiment began. ser- 
vice in Kentucky and Tennessee. He 
was breveted brigadier general for 
gallant conduct at Reseca, and earned 
a full brigadiership at Peach Tree 
Creek. Gen. Harrison served with 
credit until the end of the war, and 
was with his command at the final 
grand review at Washington in 1865. 

Gen. Harrison was again elected re- 
porter of the supreme court of Indi- 
ana in 1864. He served out his term, 
but declined a re-election in 1868 and 
devoted himself entirely to his prac- 
tice in the courts. In 1876 he was the 
Republican candidate for governor of 
Indiana, but was beaten. His candi- 
dature at that time was a forlorn hope, 
Godlove S. Orth, who had been nomt- 
nated, having withdrawn from the 
ticket. Four years later, or in 1880, the 
Republicans succeeded in obtaining a 
majority in the Indiana legislature and 
then Harrison was elected to the 
United States senate. Upon the expira- 
tion of his term he resumed the prac- 
tice of his profession. 

Gen. Harrison was a delegate at large 
from his state to the national Republi- 
can convention held in Chicago in 1884. 
Four years later, when his name ‘had 
been at an early stage brought into 
prominence as an aspirant for the Re- 
publican nomination to the presidency, 
he remained at bis home in Indiana- 
polis, carefully refraining from taking 
too active a part in current political 
discussion. The republican leaders in 
Indiana, and almost the entire Repub- 
ican press of the state, had pronounced 
in favor of his nomination, and his 
name was presented by the solid dele- 
gation to the convention at Chicago. 
On the first ballot Gen. Harrison re- 
ceived only 83 votes, but on the efghth 
ballot he received 644 votes, 100 more 
than necessary. In the electoral col- 
lege he received 233 votes, against 168 
for Grover Cleveland, and was inaugu- 
rated president March 4, 1889.

MR. CARNEGIES-GIET 


To Former Employes on His Re- 
tirement From Business. 


A FIVE MILLION ENDOWMENT. 


It Is to Establish a Fund Fer the 
Benefit of Superannuated and Dis- 
abled Employes of the Carnegie 
Company—Letter to Pittsburgers. 


Pittsburg, March 14,.—Two communi- 
cations from Andrew Carnegie, which 
are officially made public, tell of the 
steel king’s retirement from active 
business life and of his donation of 
$5,000,000 for the endowment of a fund 
for superannuated and disabled em- 
ployes of the Carnegie company. This 
benefaction is by far the largest of 
the many created by Mr. Carnegie, and 
is probably without a counterpart any- 
where in the world. This fund will in 
no wise interfere with the contiauanee 
of the savings fund established by the 
company 15 years ago for the benefit 
of its employes. In this latter fund 
nearly $2,000,000 of the employes’ sav- 
ings are on deposit, upon which the 
company by contract pays 6 per cent. 
and loans money to the workmen to 
build their own homes. 

In his letter addressed “to the good 
people of Pittsburg,” Mr. Carnegie 
says: 

“An opportunity to retire from busi- 
ness came to me unsought, which I 
considered it my duty to accept. My 
resolve was made in youth to retire 
before old age. From what I have seen 
around me 1 cannot doubt the wisdom 
of thig course, although the change iè 
great, even serious, and seldom brings 
the happiness expected. But this is be- 
cause so many, having abundance to 
retire upon, have so little to retire to. 
The fathers in olden days taught that a 
man should have time before the end 
of his career for the ‘making of his 
soul.’ I have always felt that old age 
should be spent not, as the Scotch say, 
in “making mickle mailr,” but In mak- 
ing a good use of what has been ac- 
quired, and I hope my friends of Pitts- 
burg will approve of my action in re- 
tiring while still in full health and 
vigor, and I can reasonably expect 
many years for usefulness in fields 
which have other than personal aims.

Food For the Doers. 

London, March 14.— We understand

We understand that the gov- 
ernment has authorized Lord Kitchen- 
er to give a distinct promise that the 
government of the new colonies shall 
culminate in a complete grant of free 
institutions,” 

ThePcausy's Increased Capital Stock 

Philadelphia, March 12.— The stock- 
holders of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
company, at their annual meeting to- 
day, decided to vote on the question of 
increasing the capital stock of the com- 
pany $100,000,000 and to take a vote 
on the classification of the directors. 
The stock will be voted on these ques- 
tions on Tuesday, March 26, when the 
annual election will be held. The cap- 
ital stock Is now $151,700,000 and the 
increase will bring the total to $251,- 
700,000. The 13 directors of the com- 
pany are to be didvided into four 
classes, the first class to consist of 
four and each of the other classes of 
three directors. 

Trolley Car Jamped Into Ditch. 

Westfield, N. J., March 14.—A 60- 
foot trolley car last evening jumped 
the track, turning completely over, 
rolled down an embankment, landing 
upside down and injuring nine pas- 
sengers, mainly women. The car was 
running at a very high rate of speed 
along an embankment, and It is chaim- 
ed the motorman did not check the 
speed as he rounded a curve. At the 
sharpest point of this curve the car 
went over into the ditch. Not a pas- 
senger escaped injury. 

A Michigan Blissard. 

Grand Rapids, Mich., March 14.— 
Running along the entire coast of Lake 
Michigan, north to Grand Rapids, and 
reaching out over the Saginaw Valley, 
is one of the most disastrous storms in 
years. Al! railroad lines are blocked 
and several trains are stalled. Railroad 
men fear that the worst is yet to come. 
The strength of the blizzard may be 
understood when it is known that the 
windows of the coaches and the cabs 
of the engines were in some instances 
broken in. 


Saloon Smashers Convicted of Marder 

Leavenworth, Kan., March 14. — After 
a three days’ trial in the city court, a 
jury found Andy Wilburn, Son Thorn- 
burg, Joe Turner and John Wilson, 
who were implicated in the raid on the 
Millwood saloon, last month, guilty of 
the murder of Mra. Hudson in the first 
degree. 


Paterson Girl Steikers Win, 

Paterson, N. J., March 14,.—The Hale- 
don velvet mills have granted the 50 
girl strikere an advance of 15 cents on 
every bundle of 200 yards of velvet 
they handle, and the girls have return- 
ed to work. There is no change in the 
situation at the other mills affected. 


Negro Burned at the Stake, 

Corsicana, Tex., March 14.—Jobn 
Henderson, the negro who -brutally 
outraged and murdered Mra, Conway 
Younger, was burned at the stake by a 
mob in the court house yard shortly 
before noon yesterday, in the presence 
of 4,000 persons.

No. 74 Bajazet I. was sultan of the 
Ottoman Turks in 1889. He was called 
Iideriv: (the Lightning) on account of 
his rapid successes in war. He made 
all of Asia Minor a part of his domin- 
ion, conquered what is now Turkey in 
Europe and overran Greece and Hun- 
gary He seemed invincible until Tam- 
erlane of Timour defeated him and 
took him prisoner in the great battle of 
Angora. 

Timour was one of the greatest sol- 
diers that ever lived. No man ever 
conquered so large a part of the world, 
or reigned over so many conquered 
people. 

After his defeat, Bajazet being ask- 
ed by Tamerlane how he would have 
treated him had their lota been revers 
ed, ‘‘Like a dog,” he replied. “I would 
haye made you my footstool when I 
mounted my saddie; and when your 
services were not required I would 
have chained you like a wild beast in a 
cage.’ Tamerlane replied, Then to 
show you the difference of my spirit, I 
shall treat you like a king.” Sosaying, 
he ordered his chains to be struck off, 
gave him one of the royal temts, and 
promised to restore him to his throne if 
he would lay aside his hostility. 

Bajazet abused this noble generosity, 
and plotted the assassination of Tamer 
lane. 

Finding clemency of noavail Tamer 
lane commanded him to be “treated 
like a dog,” to be ‘‘chainedin a cage 
like a wild beast,“ and in this con- 
dition was compelled to accompany thé 
victorious army of Tamerlane. 


No 78 Roland and Oliver were the 
most famous of the twelve paladians 
of Charlemagne. 

Roland, the nephew of Charlemagne, 
is the hero of Ariosto's epic poem call- 
ed Orlando Furioso.” He is there 
represented as being eight feet high 
and well proportioned.

Novel Relief Association. 


A good and novel relief association is 
that existing among the clerks ina store 
in Indianapolis. By it the clerks do 
not lose their wages in case of illness. 
Each receives, when sick, one half, the 
weekly wazes from the relief organiza- 
therefor corresponding 
weekly dues, ranging from twenty cents 
when the wage is $24to two and one- 
half cents when the wage is $8. The 
other half of the salary for the ailing 


employe is paid by the firm, the latter 


finding its return in the good will of 
the employes and in their increased in- 
tereat and efficiency. That the em- 
ployes do not .buse the system is ap- 
parent from the fact that in the sixteen 
months of the existence of the society 
it has accumulated a surplus of $818. 
When this surplus amounts to 8600 
dues will cease until it falle to $400, 
when they will be resumed.

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throne on earth to a throne in heaven, 
The prayer more often offered than anys 
prayer for the last 64 years had been an- 
ewered, and God did save the queen. All 
round the world the bells were tolling, 
and/the minute guns were booming at 
Ahe’ obsequies of the most honored wo- 
man of many centuries. As near four 
years ago the English and American na- 
tions shook hands in_ congratulation at 
the queen's jubilee so these times two 
nations shook hands in mournful sympa- 
thy at the queen's departure. No people 
outside Great Britain so deeply felt that 
mighty grief as our people. The eradles 
of many of our ancestors were rocked in 
Great Britain. Those ancestors played 
in childhood on the banks of the Tweed 
or the Thames or the Shannon. Take 
from our veins the English blood or the 
Welsh blood or the Irish blood or the 
Scotch blood and the stream of our life 
would be a mere shallow. They are over 
there bone of our bone and flesh of our 
flesh. It is our Wilberforce, our Cole- 
ridge, our De Quincey, our Robert Burns, 
our John Wesley, our John Knox, our 
Thomas Chalmers, our Walter Scott, ouf 
Bishop Charnock, our Latimer, our Rid- 
‘ey, our Robert Emmet, our Daniel 
O'Connell, our Havelock, our Ruskin, our 
Gladstone, our good and great aud glo- 
rious Victoria. 

The language in which we offered the 
English nation ovr condolence is the 
same language in which Joho Bunyan 
dreamed and Milton sang and Shake- 
speare dramatized and Richard Baxter 
prayed and George Whitefield thunder- | 
ed. The Prince of Wales, now king, | 
paid reverential visit to Washington's 
tomb at Mor nt Vernon, and Longfellow's 
statue adorns Westminster abbey, and 
Abraham Lincoln iu bronze looks down 
upon Scotland's capital. It was natural 
that these two nations be in tears. But 
I am not going to speak of national tears, 
but of individual tears and Bible tears. 

Riding across a western prairie, wild 
flowers up to the hub of the carriage 
wheel, and while a long distance from 
any shelter, there came a sudden shower, 
and, while the rain was falling in tor- 
rents, the sun was ebining as brightly as 
I ever saw it shine, and I thought. What 
a beautiful spectacle is this! So the 
tears of the Bible are not midnight 
storm, but rain on pansied prairies io 
God's sweet and golden sunlight. 

The Ministry of Tears. 

You remember that bottle which David 
labeled as containing tears, aud Mary's | 
tears and Paul's tears and Christ's tears, 
and the harvest of joy that is to spring 
from the sowing of tears. God mixes 
them; God rounds them; God sbows 
them where to fall; God exhales them. 
A census is taken of them, and there is 
a record as to the moment when they 
were born and as to the place of their 
grave. Tears of bad men are not kept. 
Alexander in his sorrow had the bair 


| clipped from bis horses and mules and 


made a great aco about his grief, but ia 
all the vases of heaven there is not one 
of Alexander's tears. I speak of the 
tears of God's children. Alas, me, they 
are falling oll the time! In summer you 
sometimes hear the growling thun ler. 
and you see there is a storm miles away, 
but you know from the drift of the clouds 
that it will not come anywhere near you. 
So, though it may be all bright around 
about you, there is a shower of trouble 
somewhere all the time. Tears, tears! 

What is the use of them anybow? 
Why not substitute laughter? Why not 
make this a world where all the people 
are well and eternal strangers to pains 
and aches? What is the use of an enst- 
ern storm when we might have a per 
petual nor'wester? Why, when n fami'y 
is put together, not have them all stay. 
or, if they must be transplanted te make 
other bomes, then have them all live. 
the family record telling a story of war 
riages aud births, but of no deaths? 
Why not have the harvests chase vach 
other without fatiguing toil? Why the 
hard pillow, the hard crust, the hard 
struggle? Jt is easy enough to explain 
a smile or a success or a congratula ion, 
bat come now nnd bring all your diction 
aries and all your philosophies and all 
your religions and help me explain a 
tear. A chemist will tell you that it is 
made up of salt aud lime and other rom- 
ponent parta, but he misses the chief in- 
gredicnts—the acid of a soured life. the 
viperine sting of a bitter memory, the 
fragments of a broken heart. I will tell 
you what a tear is. It is agony in xoln 
tion. Hear. then, while I discourse of 
the ministry of tears or the practical 
uses of sorrow: 

First, it is the design of trouble to keep 
this world from being too attractive 
Bomething must be done to make ux will 
Ing to quit this existence. If it were not 
for trouble, this work! would be a goo! 
enongh hearen for us. You and l wont 
be willing to take a lease of this life for 
a hundred million years if there were vo 
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trouble. The earth. cushioned and up 
holstered and pillared and chandeliere) 
at euch expense, no story of other worl 's 
could enchant us. We would say: “Lat 
well enough alone. If you want to : le 
and have your body disintegrated in the 
dust and your soul go out on a celestial 
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adventure, then you can go, but this 
world is good enough for me.” You 
might as well go to n man who has jnst 
entered the Louvre at Paris and tell him 
to hasten off to the picture galleries of 
Venice or Florence. “Why,” he would 
say, “what la the use of my going there? 
There are Itembrandta and Rubenses and 
Titlans here that I have not looked at 
yet” No man wants to go out of this 
world or ont of any house until he has a 
better house. 

To cure this wisb to stay here God 
must somehow create a disgust. for onr 


surrouncings. How shall he do it? He 
cannot afford to efface his horizon or to 
tear off a fiery panel from the sunset or 
to subtract an anther from the water lily 
or to banish the pungeat aroma from the 
mignonette or to drag the robes of the 
morning in mire. You cannot expect a 
Christopher Wren to mar his own St. 
Paul's cathedral or a Michael Angelo to 
dash out his own “Last Judgment” or a 
Handel to discord his “Israel In Egypt,” 
and you cannot expect God to spoil the 
architecture and music of his own world. 
How, then. are we to be made willing to 
leave? Iere is where trouble comes in. 
New Heaven and New Earth, 

After a man has had a good deal of 
trouble he says: “Well, I am ready to go. 
If there is a house somewhere whose 
roof does not leak, I would like to live 
there. If there is an atmosphere some- 
where that does not distress the lungs, I 
would like to breathe it. “If there is a 
society somewhere where there is no tit- 
tle tattle, I would like to live there. If 
there is a home circle somewhere where 
I can find my lost friends, I would like 
to go there.“ Tie used to read the first 
part of the Bible chiefly; now he reads 
the last part of the Bible chiefly. Why 
has he changed Genesis for Revelation? 
Ah, he used to be anxious chiefly toknow 
how this world was made and all about 
its geological construction. Now he is 
chiefly anxious to know how the next 
world was made and how it looks and 
who live there and how they dress. He 
reads Revelation ten times now where he 
reads Genesis once. The old story, “In 
the beginning God created the heavens 
and the earth.“ does not thrill him half 
as much as the other story, “I saw a new 
heaven and a new earth.” The old 
man’s hand trembles as he turns over 
this apoenlyptical leaf, and he bas to 
take out his handkerchief to wipe his 
spectacles. ‘That book of Revelation is a 
prospectus now of the country into which 
he is soon to immigrate; the country in 
which he bas lots already laid out and 
a venues opened and mansions built. 

It is trouble, my friends, that makes 
us feel our dependence upon God. We 
do not know our own wenküess or God's 
strength until the last plank breaks. It 
is contemptible in us that only when 
there is nothing else to take bold of we 
catch hold of God. Why, do you know 
who the Lord is? He is not an autocrat, 
seated far up in a palace, from which be 
emerges once a year, preceded by hber- 
alds swinging swords to clear the wav. 
No. He is a father, willing at our ca'l 
to stand by us in every crisis and predic- 
ament of life. I tell you what some of 
you business men make me think of. A 
man is unfortunate in his business. IIe 
has to raise a good deal of money, and 
raise it quickly. Ile borrows ou word 
and note all he cau borrow. After 
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After awhile he puts a second mortgage 
on his house. Then he puts a lien on iis 
furniture. Then he makes over his life 
insurance. Then be assigns ÀI hia prop- 
Then he goes to bis father-in-law 
and asks for help. Well, having failed 
everywhere, completely failed, he gets 
down on his knees and saya, “Ob, Lord, 
I have tried everybody and everything; 
now help me out of this financial! trou- 
ble.” He makes God the last resort in- 
stead of the first resort. 

A young man goes off from home to 
earn his fortune. He goes with his 
mother’s consent and benediction. She 
has large wealth, but be wants to make 
his own fortune. He goes far away, 
falls sick, gets out of money. He sends 
for the hotel keeper where he is staying, 
asking for lenience, and the answer he 
gets is, It you do not pay up Saturday 
night, you'll be removed to the hospital.” 
The young man sends to a comrade in 
the same building. No help. He writes 
to a banker who was a friend of hia de- 
ceased father. No relief. Saturday 
night comes, and be is moved to the hos- 
pital. Getting here, be is frenzied with 
grief, and he borrows a sheet of paper 
and a postage stamp, and he sits down, 
and he writes home, saying: “Dear moth- 
er, I am sick unto death. Come.” It is 
20 minutes of 10 o'clock when she gets 
the letter. At 10 o'clock the train starta, 
She is five minutes from the depot. She 
gets there in time to have five minutes 
to spare. She wonders why the train 
that can go 40 miles an hour cannot go 
80 miles an hour. She rushes into the 
hospital. She saya: “My son, what does 
all this mean? Why did you not send 
for me? You sent taeverybody bat me: 
You knew I would and could help you. 
Is this the reward I get for my kindness 
to you always?” Sbe bundles him up, 
takes him home and gets him well very 
soon. 

The Last Resort. 

Now, some of you treat God just as 
that young man treated his mother. 
When you get into a financial perplexity, 
you call on the banker, you call on the 
broker, you call on your creditors, you 
call on your lawyer for legal counsel, you 
call upon everybody, and when you can- 
not get apy wen tħen you go to God. 
You sayr Oh, Lord, I come to thee. 
Help me now out of my perplexity.” And 
the Lord comes, though it Is in the elev- 
enth hour. Ile says: “Why did you not 
sen for me before? As one whom his 
mother comforteth, so will 1 comfort 
you.” It is to throw us back upon God 
that we have this ministry of tears. 

I like what Martin Luther sail to 
Philip Melanchthon when Melanchthon 
has gone to bed discouraged and saying 
to Luther: “Our cause is lost. We have 
had all our work for nothing. .J am in a 
state of despair!” Then Luther said: 
“Come, Philip; we have had enough of 
euch talk! Let us slog the Forty-aixth 
Psalm of David: ‘God is our refage and 
strength, a very prenent help in trouble, 
therefore will not we fear thdugh the 
earth be removed and the mountains cast 
into the midst of the sea. Though the 
waters thereof roar and be troubled, 
though the mountains shake with the 
swelling thereof. Belah!’” 

Again, it is the use of trouble to capact- 
tate ua for the office of sympathy. The 
priests, under the old dispensation, were 
set apart by baving water sprinkled upon 
their hands, feet and bead, and by the 
sprinkling of tears people are now set 


plenty of old folks around. Why? They 
know how to talk. Take an aged moth- 
er, 75 years of age, and she is almost om- 
nipotent in comfort. Why? She has 
been through it all. At 7 o'clock in the 
morning she goes over to comfort a 
young mother who has just lost her babe. 
Grandmother knows all about that trou- 
ble. Fifty years ago she felt it. At 12 
o'clock of that day she goes over to com- 
fort a widowed seul, She knows all 
about that, She has been walking in 
that dark valley 20 years. At 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon some one knocks at the 
door, wanting bread. She knows all 
about that. Two or three times in her 
life she came to ber last loaf. At 10 
o'clock that night she goes over to sit up 
with some one severely sick. She knows 
all about it. She knews all about fevers 
and pleurisies and broken bones, She 
has been doctoring all her life, spreading 
plasters and pouring out bitter drops and 
shaking up hot pillows and contriving 
things to tempt a poor appetite. Dru. 
Abernethy and Rush and Hosack and 
Harvey were great doctors, but the 
greatest doctor the world ever saw is an 
old Christian woman. Dear me! Do we 
not remember her about the room when 
we were sick in our boyhood? Was 
there any one who could ever so touch a 
sore without hurting it? And when she 
lifted her spectacles against her wrin- 
kled forehead so she could look closer at 
the wound it was three-fourths healed. 
And when the Lord took ber home, ab 
though you may have been men and wo- 
men 30, 40, 50 years of age, you lay on 
the coffin lid and sobbed as though you 
were only 5 or 10 years of age. 

Where did Paul get the ink with which 
to write his comforting epistles? Where 
did David get the ink to write his com- 
forting psalms? Where did John get 
the ink to write his comforting Revela- 
tion? They got it out of their own tears. 
When a man has gone through the eur- 
riculum and has taken a course of dun- 
geons and imprisonments, he is qualified 
for the work of sympathy. 

The Unfaliling Remedy. 

I am an herb doctor. I put into the 
caldron the root out of dry ground, with- 
out form or comeliness. Then I put in 
the rose of sharon and the lily of the 
valley. Then I put into the caldron some 
of the leaves from the tree of life aod 
the branch that was thrown into the 
wilderness Marah. Then I pour in 
the tears of Bethany and Golgotha. Then 
I stir them up. Then I kindle under the 
caldron a fire made out of the wood of 
the cross, and one drop of that potion 
will cure the worst sickness that ever af- 
flicted a human soul. Mary and Martha 
shall receive their’ Lazarus from the 
tomb. The dawsel shall rise. Aud ov 
the darkness shall break the morning, 
and God will wipe away all tears from 
their eyes. 

Your troubles are educational. I go 
into the office of a lapidary, an artificer 
in precious stones. and I see him at work 
on one precious stone for a few minutes, 
and he puts it aside finished. I see him 
take up another precious stone, and be 
works on that all the afternoon, and | 
come in the next day and still find him 
working on it, and he is at work on it all 
the week. I say to him, “Why did you 
put only 20 minutes’ work on that one 
precious stone and put a whole week on 
this other?” Oh.“ he says, “that one 
upon which | put only 20 minutes’ work 
is of but little worth. and I soon got 
through with it. But this precious stone 
upon which | have put such prolonged 
and careful work is ot vast value, and it 
is to flash in a king's coronet.” So God 
lets one man go through life with only a 
little cutting of misfortune, for he does 
not amount to much; he is a small soul 
and of comparatively little value.

bie outlet from the wall of rock and 
forest; how the castles, some in ruins 
so as to be as unsightly as any old pile 
of rubbiab, others with feudal towers 
and battlements, still perfect, hanging 
on the orags or standing sharp against 
the sky, or rag by thestream. You 
know that the Rhine has been to the 
Germans what the Nile was to the 
Egyptians,—a delight and the theme of 
song and story. Here the Roman eag- 
les were planted; here were the camps 
of Dusus; here Caesar bridged and cross- 
ed the Rhine, here, at every turn, a 
feudal baron, from his high castle levi- 
ed toll on the passers; and here the 
French found a momentary halt to 
their invasion of Germany at different 
times. You haye been told that the 
Hudeon is like the Rhine; believe me 
there is no resemblance, nor would 
there be if the Hudson were lined with 
casties and Julius Caesar had crossed it 
every half mile. The Rhine satisfies 
you, and you donot recall any other 
river. No words of mine can add to 
this beautiful pen pioture of this river 
famous in German myth and song and 
these words of Victor Hugo are full of 
history and meaning—*‘ ancient 
oastles stand here like eternal monu- 
ments of the dark dreams which, since 
the tenth century have been played on 
the Rhine. They have listened to the 
voice of Petrarch; they saw in 1451 the 
Eastern Bishops, proud and haugh 
ty going to the Council of Constance to 
try John Huss; in 1441 going to the 
Council of Basle to depose Eugene IV 
and in 1519 tothe Diet of Worms to 
interrogate Martin Luther. They are 
mute recerders of the things that were, 
of Pepin,of Charlemange, of Charles V., 
and of Napoleon. All the great events 
which, time alter time, shook and 
frightened Europe, have like the light 
ning flash, lightened up these old 
walls 
About 6.80 p. m. we reached Mains, 
and were brought forcibly back to ma 
terial things by a scramble for our places 
in the carriages sent to carry us to the 
hotel where we were to get our sup- 
pers.

In this way it is ex- 
pected to form an educational stimulus | 
and to cause illiterate voters as a mat- 
ter of pride to overcome their Aisabili- | 
ties by acquiring the rudiments of ed. 
ucation. In prohibiting assistance to 
voters in marking their ballots it is 
| hoped to lessen very considerably the 
evil of bribery, which is said to have 
been easy under the law which the 
precept bill supersedee, When the venal 
voter could be accompanied into the 
booth by the election clerk and his 
batlot marked for him the briber could 
be ture that the vote was cast according 
to contract, and the bribed had a wit- 
| ness who could certify that he was ens 
titled to his money. In the same way 
the voter dependent upon the favor of 
employers and compelled to yote com- 
t:ary to his convictions could be reach:

One clover plant in good condition 
usually grows from ita roots during the 
period of growth enough nitrates to 
feed two timothy plants. In the same 
way white clover benefits the grassesin 
pasture sod and looust trees furnish ni- 
trates to grass thet grows under them. 
It is no longer a question. whether we 
shall grow leguminous plants, but 
which, how, when and bow -many in 
order to balance the carbohydrates and 
fats in our cereals, grasses aad grains. 

Corn and cowpeas are mutually bene 
ficial to each other, like timethy und 
clover. The bacteria on pea root fur- 
nish plenty of nitrates for the corn to 
grow on. Cowpea hay, the proportion 
of one part by weight to five parte of en- 
silage, makes a ration that very close. 
ly resembles blue grass and white olov 
er pasture in June. By adding five 
pounds of corn and cob meal a day to 
the average Jersey cow would be suf - 
ficient grain with this ration. 

Cowpeas are peculiarly adapted to 
the thia light land where rental of land 
is a small item ind the benefit of soil 
improvement will balance cost of seed. 
The same land may be kept growing 
corn and peas year after year indefin- 
itely if mineral fertilizer beadded when 
needed.

Wasnwioton, March 17.—In a new 
way und trom a peculiar text Dr. Tal- 
triage discourses of good. influences 
brought to bear for the world’s improve- 
ment. Phe text is Ezekiel ix, 2, “And 
one man among them was clothed with 
linen, with a writer's Inkhorn by his 
side.” 

The poem from which my text is taken 
is epic, lyric, dramatic, weird and over- 
powering. It is more than Homeric or 
Dantesque. No one ever had such divine 
dreams as Ezekiel. In a vision this 
prophet bad seen wrathful angela, de- 
atroying angela, each with a sword, but 
in my tent he sees a merciful angel with 
an inkhorn. The receptacle for the ink 
in olden time was made out of the horn 
of a cow of a ram or a roebuck, as now 
it is made out of metal or glass, and 
therefore was called the inkhorn, as now 
we say inkstand. We have all spoken of 
the power of the sword, of the power of 
wealth, of the power of office, of the 
power of social influence, but today | 
apeak of the power for good or evil in 
the inkstand. It is upon your tables, 
holding a black or blue or red liquid. It 
is a fortress, an armory, a gateway, a 
ransom or a demolition. “You mistake,” 
says some one; “it is the pen that has the 
power.“ No, my friend, What is the 
influence of a dry pen? Pess it up and 
down a sheet of paper, and it leaves no 
mark: It expresses no opinion. It gives 
no warning. It spreads no intelligence. 
It is the liquid which the pen dips ont of 
the inkstand that does the work. Here

and a mab of prayer. A letter in Mr. 
Lincoln's own handwriting A in my use, 
the letter in response to some resolutiuns 
passed by a Methodist couference. say- 
ing: “In response to your addres. af- 
low me to attest the accuracy of its bie 
torical statements, indore the -sent 
ments it expresses’ and thank gon u the 
nation’s name for the sare promise it 
gives. Nobly sustained as the gorere- 
ment has been by all the churches, 1 
would utter nothing which might in the 
least appear invidious against any. Yet 
without this it may fairly be «aid that 
the Methodist Episcopal church. not leap 
devoted than the best, is by its great 
numbers the most important of all. It 
is no fault in others that the Methodist 
church sends more soldiers to the field, 
more nurses to the hospital and more 
prayers to heaven than any. Cod bless 
the Methodist church—bless all the 
echurchea—and blessed be God whe ie this 
our great trial giveth us the churches.” 

What a great thing it was that the 
Christian books which Mr. Lincoln read 
obliterated from bis mind the infidel fit 
erature! William Carey became a mis 
sionary by reading “The Voyages of Cap 
tain Cook.” John Wesley's life was «bap 
ed by reading Jeremy Taylor's “Holy 
Living and Dying.” There are book« in 
your library or lying on your parlour table 
or secreted In some place by your chiki 
that will decide for two worte, this and 
the next, the character of its reader.

Read | +k» of law 
that you may see that aun h bax no 
right in a world so precisely governed 
Read books of wit and humor. that you 
may experience the bealth{ thier. of 
laughter. Read books of relizion tiat 
you may appreciate how small is the ves 
tibule of time compared witb the pakte 
of eternity.

WICOMICO CIRCUIT COURT. 


A Long Session Most Likely, During 
Which Cases of Importance 
Will Be Tried. 


JUDGE HOLLAND ON GOOD ROADS 

The Spring term of the Circuit Court 
fir Wicomico county drew a large 
number of the representative people 
throughont the county to Salisbury on 
Monday morning: It was remarked 
that the attendance was much larger 
than usual. 

Court convened with Judge Holland 
on the bench. Judge Lloyd was pres- 
ent at the afternoon session of Monday. 
The following were drawn to serve on 
the Grand Jury :

Bradley, Andrew J. Dashiell,Severn H.

In delivering the Court's charge to 
the Grand Jury, after defining the du 
ties and powers of the jury, Judge 
Holland referred to our public roads 
and said, substantially: ‘I am glad to 
observe our people, especially the farm- 
re of the county,waking to the import 
ance and benefits of good roads, and to 
see our commissioners taking better 
Care of our roads and growing more 
and more liberal in their appropria- 
tions. The farmers show their appre- 
ciation of this policy by liberal contri- 
butions of their time, labor and the use 
of their teams, This js the right spirit 
and the best system in obtaining good 
roads and I want to see it continued 
and expanded until all the main roads 
of the county are as good as the streets 
of Salisbury. I hope to see this the 
case and then we shall have a prosper- 
ous county indeed. I have travelled 
through many sections of this country 
and have observed that wherever there 
were good roads there also were thrift 
and all signs of prosperity. while where- 
over there were bad roads the converse 
prevailed. Good roads and good schools 
are the greatest material blessings that 
& community can have.“

AGUINALDO CAPTURED. 


Tbe Brave and Darlag Funston Takes 
the Filipino Leader Who is Now 
a Prisoner la Manila. 


Manila, March 28,—Aguinaldo has 
been captured. 

General Frederick Funston's daring 
project for seizing him in his hiding 
place in the Province of Isabella, Island 
of Luzon, has proved completely suc 
cessful. The capture took place there 
March 28. 

The United States gunboat Vicks- 
burg, Commander E. B. Barry, with 
General Funston and Aguinaldo on 
board, arrived here this morning. 


HOW GENERAL FUNSTON CONCEIVED HIS 
DARING PLOT. 


The plan of General Funston for the 
captureof Aguinaldo, which the pre- 
ceding dispatch says has proved com- 
pletely successful, was described in the 
following dispatch from Manila March 
28: . 

“Gen. Frederick Funston is now en 
gaged in a daring project which prom- 
isesto be the greatest achievement of 
his eventful career, In January, from 
his hiding place in the Province of Is- 
abella, Aguinaldo wrote letters de- 
nouncing the subchiefs who had taken 
the oath of allegiance to the United 
States. Later Aguinaldo ordered cer- 
tain forces in Southern Luzon to join 
him at a rendezvous in Isabella pro- 
vince. The Filipino officer intrusted 
with these orders secretly negotiated 
with the Americans. 

"On seouring necessary information 
General Funston planned Aguinaldo's 
capture. With General MacArthur's 
authorization General Funston started 
two weeks ago to make the attempt. 
He and Surgeon-Major Harris, Captain 
Newton, of the Thirty-fourth Infantry; 
Lieutenant Mitchell, of the Fortieth 
Infantry, six veteran scouts and a com- 
pany of native ecouts, all picked men, 
embarked on the gunboat Vicksburg 
and were landed on a remote beach 
above Baler. 

“It was arranged that Aguinaldo’s 
emissary, with the native scouts, should 
pass themselves off as revolutionary 
troops who, having captured General 
Funston and others, were taking them 
as prisoners to Aguinaldo. At the 
right time, when brought before Agui- 
naldo, General Funston was to give a 
signal, when the tables were to be turn- 
ed and Aguinaldo was to be soized. 

“Six days’ march into the interior 
was contemplated. Treachery was con 
sidered possible, but every precaution 
was taken. The troops in New Vizcaya 
and New Ecija and the gunboats Vicks- 
burg and Albay were to operate with 
General Funston’s force,” 

The province of Isabella, where the 


capture took place, is in East Lusen, 


Baler, near which place General Funs- 
ton landed to go on his expedition, is 
80 miles northeast of Manila. 


Improvements at Alms House.

The keeper of the Alms house, Mr. 
H, J. Seabrease has done much toward 
the improvement of the land, and un- 
der his management good crops are 
annually produced. There are about 14 
inmates of the house at present, most- 
ly aged men and women, upon whom 
adverse fortune placed the necessity of 
seeking this public retreat.

THE NEW ELECTION LAW. 
“Voter” Writes Views And Prophesies 
Results. 


An effort has been and is still being 
made by those who desire to be heard 
against the new election law recently 
passed by the Legislature of this State. 
And much of the opposition comes 
from those who are not personally af- 
fected by the law, but who endeavor 
to impress those who may be tempor- 
arily affected by it that a great injus- 
tice has been done te them. There are 
some things that can be and ought to 
be said in favor of the law, as it certain- 
ly contemplates in its practical use an 
improvement in the voting privilege. 
The value of the lawisin the future, 
and in saying this we have reference 
only to the merits of the law, 

In considering this new law that 
touches so many men personally, we 
are not interested in its political advan- 
tages or disadvantages, for whatever 
these may be now, there is mo assur- 
ance of their continuance. Neither do 
we propose to discuss the right or the 
wrong of the extra session of the Legis- 
lature. This is with the men who did 
it. We have the law to deal with and 
if there is anything in it that raises the 
exalted privilege of voting upon a high- 
er and a better basis, it ought to be ap- 
preciated and will be in the future. 

Along this line of voting we would 
have its conservative opposers, if it has 
any of that class, consider the educa- 
tional progress made in the personnel 
of the elestien officers, who handle the 
ballots of the people, decide question- 
able matters and make public, as a mat- 
ter of record, systematically, the result. 
Only a few years ago one or even more 
of the judges could serve with but lit- 
tle education. Almost anyone to raise 
a window, make a mark and put the 
ballot in the box. The conditions have | 
changed. An improyement has been 
made and it is on educational lines. It 

requires a fitness, not only of integrity, 
justice and judgment, but of educat- | 
ion.

His 
later ms place him among the mast- 
ers of his art, especially one entitled 
“The Eve of St. Agnes.“ He died feel 
ing that his name would perish, but the 
influence of his style still lives. It is 
said that Browning “has his color with- 
out his melody,” while Tennyson had 
both the color and the melody of Keats. 


No. 80 The object of Cervantes in 
writing Don Quixote’ was, as he him- 
self declares, to render abhorred of 
men the false and absurb stories in the 
books of chivairy.”’ The f 
caused by these romances was so great 
in Spain during the sixteenth century, 
that the burning of all the copies ex- 
tant was earnestly requested by the 
Cortes. To destroy a passion that had 
taken such deep root among all classes, 
to bresk up the only reading which at 
that time was fashionable and popular, 
was a bold undertaking, yet one in 
which Cervantes succeeded. No books 
of chivalry were written after the ap- 

arance of “Don Quixote,” and from 

hat time those in existence steadily dis- 
appeared, until now they are among the 
rarest of literary curiosities. A second 
intention of the writer was to depict in 
“Don Qnixote” all tha forms of ill- 
judged, visionary enthusiasm, as con- 
trasted with the simplest common sense 
of honest Sancho Panza. 

So while in one sense it is true that 


“Cervantes laughed Spains chivalry away," 


in a larger view he has presented so 
telling a satire upon the faulte and 
faibles of human nature, that Don 
Quixote” has done great as a 
practical treatise and moral philosophy. 


No. 81. There are several theories 
advanced as to the manner in which the 
appelation originated.

Annapolis, Md., March 26—The Leg 
islature of Maryland adjourned today 
after being in actual session 17 days. 
The extraordinary session began on the 
6th day of March and endéd on the 28th. 
The constitution limits the duration of 
an extraordinary session to 30 days, 
therefore the session could have lasted 
until Friday April 5th,

The Election law.

Removing tax from men employed 
on scrapers in Dorchester county, 

Appropriating $500 to pay the Elec- 
toral College. 

Creating a Board of Visitors to the 
Anne Arundel Jail. 

Increasing the number of Anne 
Arundel County Commissioners from 
8 to 7.

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Wasuinoton, March 24.—This dis- 
course of Dr. Talmage is most pertinent 
ut this time when a widespread effort for 
religious awakening is being made; text, 
Luke v, 6, “They Inclosed a great multi- 
tode of fishes, and their net brake.” 

Simon and his comrades had experienc- 
ed the night before what fishermen call 
“poor luck.” Christ steps on board the 
fishing smack and tells the sailors to pull 
nway from the beach and directs them 
again to sink the net. Sure enough, very 
goon the net is full of fishes, and the 
sailors begin to haul in. So large a school 
of fishes was taken that the hardy men 
begin to look red in the face as they pull, 
and bardly have they begun to rejoice at 
their success when snap gues a thread of 
the net, and snap goes another thread, so 
there is danger not only of losing the 
fish, but of losing the net. 

Without mech care as to how much the 
boat tilts or how much water is splashed 
on deck the fishermen rush about, gather- 
ing up the Lroken meshes of the net. 
Out yonder there is a ship dancing on the 
ware, and they bail it: Ship ahoy! Bear 
down this way!” The ship comes, and 
both boats, both fishing smacks, are filled 
with the floundering treasures. 

“Ah,” says some one, “how much bet- 
ter it would bave been if they had staid 
on shore and fished with a hook and line 
and taken cae at a time instead of hav- 
ing this great excitement and the boat 
almost upset and the net broken and hay- 
ing to call for belp and getting sopping 
wet with the sea!” 

The church is the boat, the gospel is the 
bët, society is the sea, and a great re- 
vival is a whole school brought in at one 
sweep of the net. I have admiration for 
that man who goes out with a hook and 
line to fish. I admire the way he un- 
winds the recl and adjusts the bait and 
drops the hook in a quiet place on a still 
afternoon and here catches one and there 
one, but I like also a big boat and a large 
crew and a net a mile long and swift 
oars and stout enils and a stiff breeze 
and a great multitude of souls brought— 
so great n multitude that you have to get 
help to draw it ashore, straining the net 
to the utmost until it breaks here and 
there, letting n few escape, but bringing { 
the great multitude into eternal safety. 

Bellet tn Revivals. 


In other words, I believe in revivals. 
The great work of saving men began 
with 3.000 people joining the church in 
one day, acid it will close with forty or a 
hundred million people saved in 24 hours 
when nations shall be born in a day. 
But there are objections to revivals. 
People are opposed to them because the 
net might get broken, and if by the pres- 
sure of souls it does not get broken, then 
they take their own penknives and slit 
the net. “They inclosed a great multi- 
tude of Gshes, and the net brake.” 

It is sometimes opposed to revivals of 
religion that those who come into the 
church at such times do not hold out. As 
long as there is a gale of blessing they 
have their sails up. But as soon as 
strong winds stop blowing then they 
drop into a dead calm. But what are the 
facts in the case? In all our churches 
the vast majority of the useful people are 
those who are bronght In under great 
awakenings, and they hold out. Who 
are the prominent men in the United 
States in churches, in prayer meetings, in 
Subteth schools? For the most part 
ther ore the product of great awaken- 
ing» 

|! have noticed that those who are 
brought into the kingdom of God through 
revivals have more persistence and more 


determination in the Christian life than 
those who come in under a low state of 
religion. People born in an Icehouse may 
live, but they will never get over the 
cold they cnught In the Icehouse, A ean- 
non ball depends upon the Impulse with 
whieh it starts for how far it shall go 
und bow wwiftly, and the greater the re- 
vital force with which a soul is stated 
the more farreaching and far resound- 
iog will be the execution, 

Bot it is sometimes objected to re- 
vienls that there is so much excitement 
that people mistake hysteria for religion. 
We admit that in every revival of reli- 
giou there is either a suppressed or a 
demonstrated excitement. Indeed, if a 
man cau go out of a state of condemna- 
tion into a state of acceptance with God 
or see others go without any agitation of 
soul be is in on unbealthy, morbid state 
aud ts ns repulsive and absurd as a man 
who should boast he saw a child snatched 
out from under a horse's hoofs and felt 
no agitation or saw a man rescued from 
the fourth story of a house on fire and 
telt no acceleration of the pulses, 


Balvation from sin and death and bell 
into life and peace and heaven forever is 
tuch a tremendous thing that if a man 
tells me be can look on it without any 
agitation 1 doubt his Christianity. The 
fact de that sometimes excitement Is the 
most important possible thing. In case 
of resuscitation from drowning or freer- 
ing the one iden l» to excite animation, 
Before conversion we are dead. It is the 
business of the church to revive, arouse, 
awaken, resuscitate, startle into Ute. Bx- 
eltement ia bad or good according to 
what it makes us do. If it make us do 
that which le bad, it is bad excitement, 
but if it make us agitated about our eter- 
val welfare, if it make us pray, it it 
make os attend upon Christian service, 
if it make us cry unto God for mercy, 
thea it isa good exchiement. 

Gathering le the Yours. 

it t sometimes said that daring re 
vivais of eulgion great multitudes of 
ebildren and young people are brought 
“o the church, and they de not know 
what they are about, It bas been my 
observation that the earlier people come 
foro the kingdom of God the more useful 
they are, Robert Hall, the prince of 
preachers, was converted at 12 years of 
age. It te likely be knew what he was 
about. Matthew Henry, the commentator, 
who did more than any man of bis cen- 
the Interest in the 
tires, was converted 
sabelia Grabam, im 
wortal io t church, was con- 
verted at 10 years of age; Dr. Watts,

whose hytns will be sung all down the 
ages, was converted at O years of age;

If during a revival two persons present 
themselves as candidates for the church 
and the one is 10 years of nge and the 
other is 40 years of age, | will bave 
more confidence in the profession of re- 
ligion of the one 10 years of age than 
the one 40 yenrs of age. Why? The 
one who professes nt 40 years of a 
has 40 years of impulse in the wrong 
rection to correct, and the child has only 
ten yenrs in the wrong direction to cor- 
rect. Four times 10 are 40, Four times 
the religions prospect for the lad that 
comes into the kingdom of God and into 
the church at 10 years of age than the 
man at 40. 

Iam very apt to look upon revivals as 
connected with certain men who foster- 
ed them. l’eople who in this day do not 
like revivals nevertheless have not words 
to express their admiration for the re- 
vivalists of the past, for they were re- 
vivaliste—Jonathan Edwards, John Wes- 
ley, George Whitfield, Fletcher, Griffin, 
Davies, Osborne, Knapp, Nettleton, Moo- 
dy and many others whose names come 
to my mind, The gtrength of their intel- 
lect and the holiness of their lives make 
me think they would not have had any- 
thing to do with that which was ephem- 
eral. Oh. it is easy to talk ‘against re- 
vivals! 

A map said to Mr. Dawson: “I like 
your sermons very much, but the after 
meetings I despise. When the prayer 
meeting begins, I always go up into the 
gallery and look down, and I am disgust- 
ed. “Well.” said Mr. Dawson, “the renson 
is you go on the top of your neighbor's 
house and look down his chimney to ex- 
amine his fire, and of course you get ouly 
smoke in your eyes. Why don't you come 
in the door and sit down and warm?" 

Sin Against Holy Ghost. 

Ob, I am afraid to say anything against 
revivals of religion or against anything 
that looks like them, becnuse I think it 
may be a sin against the Holy Ghost, and 
you know the Bible says that a sin 
against the Holy Ghost shall never be 
forgiven, neither in this world nor the 
world to come. Now, if you area painter 
and I speak agninst your pictures do 1 
not speak against you? If you are an 
architect, and I speak against a building 
you put up, do I not speak against you? 
If a revival be the work of the Holy 
Ghost, and I speak against that revival, 
do I not speak against the Holy Ghost? 
And whoso speaketh against the Holy 
Ghost, says the Bible, he shall never be 
forgiven, neither in this world nor in the 
world to come. 1 think sometimes people 
have made a fatal mistake in thin direc- 
tion. 

Many of you know the bistory of Aaron 
Burr. He was one of the moat brilliant 
men of his day. I suppose this country 
never produced a stronger intellect. He 
was capable of doing anything good and 
great for his country or for the church of 
God bad he been rightly disposed, but 
his name is associated with trenson 
against the United States government, 
which he tried to overthrow, and with 
libertinism and immorality. Do you know 
where Aaron Burr started on the down- 
ward road? It was when he was in col 
lege, and he became apzions about his 
soul and was about to put himself under 
the Influences of a revival, and a mipister 
of religion sald: “Don't go there, Aaron; 
don't go there, That's a place of wild- 
fire and great excitement. No religion 
about that. Don't go there.” He tarris 
away. His serious impressions departed. 
He started on the downward road. And 
who is responsible for his ruin for this 
world and his everlasting ruin in the 
world to come? Was It the minister who 
warned him against that revival? When 
I speak of excitement in revivals, 1 do 
not mean temporary derangement of the 
nerves, I do not mean the absurd things 
of which we have read as transpiring 
sometimes in the church of Christ, but 1 
mean an Intelligent, Intense, all absorb- 
ing agitation of body, mind and soul in 
the work of spiritual escape and spiritual 
rescue. 

Colduess of the Objector. 

Now I come to the real, genulne cause 
of objection to revivals. That iş the cold- 
ness of the objector. It ls the secret and 
hidden but unmistakable cause lu every 
case, a low state of religion in the heart, 
Wide awake, consecrated, usetul Chris- 
tians are sever afrald of 2 k ls 
the spiritually dead who are afraid of 
having thelr sepulcher molested, The 
chief agents of the devil during a great 
awakening are always e 
fessors of religion, As soon as Ch s 
work begins they begin to gossip against 
it and take a pail of water and try to 
put out this spark of religious influence, 
and they try to put out another spark. 
Do they succeed? As well when Chicago 
was on Gre might some one have gone out 
with a garden water pot trying to extin- 
guish it. The difficulty is that when a re 
vival begins in a church it begins at so 
many points that while you bave doused 
one anxious soul with a pall of cold wa- 
ter there are 500 other anxious souls on 
fire. Ob. how moch better it would be to 
lay bold of the chariot of Christ's gospel 
and help pull it on rather than to Ging 
ourselves in front of the wheels, trying to 
block their progress. We will not stop 
the chariot, but we ourselves will be 
ground to powder, 

Did sou eyer hear that there was a 
convention ones held among the icebergs 
in the arctic?

Am Unconverted Ministry. 


But I think, after all, the greatest 1b 
stacle to revivals throughout Christendom 
is an unconverted ministry. We must be- 
lieve that the vast majority of those who 
officiate at sacred altars are regenerated, 
but I suppose there may float into the 
ministry of ajf the denominutions of 
Christians mon whose bearts have never 
been changrd. by grace. They are all an- 
tayonistic to revivals, How did they get 
into the ministry? Perhaps some of 
them chose it ax d respectable profession. 
Perhaps scme chose it ns a means of 
livelihood. 
sincere, but were mistaken. As Thomas 
Chalmers sald, be had been many years 
preb chlug the gospel before hia heart had 
been changed, aud as many ministers of 
the gospel declare they were preaching 
and had been ordained to sacred orders 
years and years before their hearts were 
regenerated. Gracious God, what u sol- 
emn thought for those of ns. who minis: 
ter at the altar! With the present minis- 
try in the present temperature of piety, 
this land will never be enveloped with 
revivals. While the pews on one side 
the altar ery for mercy, the pulpita on 
the other side the altar must cry for 
mercy. Ministers quarreling. Ministers 
trying to poll each other down, Ministers 
struggling for ecclesiastical place. Minis- 
ters lethargic with whole congregations 
dying on their hands. What a spectacle! 

Aroused pulpits will make aroused 
pews. Pulpits aflame will make pews 
aflame. Everybody believes lu a revival 
in trade, everybody Jikes.a revival in lit- 
erature, everybody likes a revival lu art, 
yet a great multitude cannot understand 
a revival in matters of religion, Depend 
upon it, where you find a man antago- 
nistic to revivals. whether he be in pulpit 
or pew, be needs to be regenerated. by 
the grace of God. 

1 conld prore to a demonstration that 
withont revivals this world will never be 
converted and that in 100 or 200 years 
without revivals Christianity will be 
practically extinct. It ix a matter of as 
tounding arithmetic. In each of-our mod- 
ern generations there are at least. $2,000, 
000 children. Now add 32,000,000 to the 
world’s population and then here only 
100,000 or 200,000 converted every year, 
and how long before the world will be 
savcd? Never—abolately never! 

Mere Trees Wasted. 


During our civil war the president of 
the United States made proclamation for 
76,000 troops. Some of you remember 
the big stir. But the King of the uni- 
verse today uske for twelve bundred mik 
lion more troops than are enlisted, and 
we wapt it done softly, imperceptibly, 
no excitement, one by one, You are a 
dry goods merchant on a large scale, and 
l am a merchant on à small seale, and 1 
come to you and want to buy 1,000 yards 
ot cloth. Do you say: “Thank: sou. In 
sell you, 1,000 yards of cloth, but I'll sell 
you 20 yards today and 20 tomorrow 
and 20 the next day, sud if it takes me 
six months I'll sell you the whole tbou- 
sand yards, You will want as long as 
that to examine the goods, and I'll want 
as long as that to examine the credit, and 
besides that 1,000 yards of cloth is too 
much to sell all at once?" No; you do 
not say that. You tate me into the 
counting room, and jn ten minutes the 
whole transaction is consummated. The 
fact is we cannot afford to be fools in 
anything but religion. 

t very merchant who on Saturday 
afternoon sold me the thousand yards of 
cloth at obe stroke the next Sabbath in 
church will stroke bis beard and wonder 
whether it would not be better for a 
thousand souls to come straggling along 
for ten years instead of bolting ia at one 


service, 

We. talk a good deal about the good 
times that are coming and about the 
world's redemption. How long before 
they will dome?

GENERAL. PROSPERITY. 
Its Relation to War and lis Preparation. 
. The Tide may Soon Turn. 

There seems to be some apprehension 
of a collapse of the general prosperty 
that has been home and abroad for the 
last few years, in the leading nations 
generally, and particularly in the Unit- 
ed States, where we are the most inter- 
ested. Truly this is an era of prosperi- 
ty and doubts about a probable change 
in the near future are not without 
foundation. Unléés something extraor- 
dinary comes in the near future to en- 
courage, stimulate or inflate business 
a collapse is inevitable, 

The activity of business and the ac- 
cumulation of wealth does not come 
from daily labor, or from the cultiva- 
tion of the soil, but it comes from’ the 
use of machinery principally, and this 
has been sò improved ahd so abundant- 
ly used, that the highly civilized na- 
tions, those which are in the lead in 
arts, science and industrial pursuits, 
produce a great deal more than is neo- 
essary ‘for home demands, and hence 
the great competition for outside trade. 
A desire upon the part of the great 
producing nations of the world for 
the patronage of the millions of people 
in China, is given as one of the reasons 
for the pres: ut trouble with that coun- 
try. The Spanish, Philippine, Boer and 
Chinese wars have been great beons to 
business. Besides greatly increasing 
business in the demands for the requi- 
sites of warfare, they have called 
thousands from the various positions 
and avocations of life, which in turn 
made opportunities for others, hence a 
reason for general activity and conse 
quent prosperity along this line, The 
drawing of money from the national 
treasuries and circulating it through- 
out the countries for services ren- 
dered, for armaments of warfare, for 
provisions, and many other things has 
greally augmented business. 

Not only have the war conditions 
materivliy aided in the general pros 
perity, butthe extensive preparations 
for war as the outgrowth of the naval 
experiences of the last few years forms 
an important factor in the general bus- 
mess activity in this as well as in other 
countries. To carry out the various 
programs for naval constructions by 
the nations given in the statistics below 
during 1901, give an idea of the warlike 
preparation and the large expendi 
tures along that line. In the year 1901 
the United States. government has ar 
ranged to spend $20,0(0,000 for war | 
ships, England $188,000,000, France, 
$124,000,000, Germany $110,000,000 Ja 
pan $20,000,000. This is but one item 
of the vast amount to be spent by the 
governments during one year, looking 
toward preparations for future wars. 

If present wars should continue and 
others break out, the days of prosperity 
will be extended. It is the money in 
circulation that is turning the wheels 
of prosperity and keeping people busy, 
realizing vast profits to a certain clase, 
Upon this hinges our proeperity, If 
these vast national expenditures should 
be dissontinued, many great enter 
prises would have to stop, This 
condition will come. Ordinarily the 
products of our industries exceed the 
home demand largely, and what is true 
of this country is true of others. It is 
the extraordinary demands and opportu- 
nities that have augmented the products 


of our vast industries and aa this ceases 
there must follow a collapse. The ne 
ceasities for further expenditures may 
continue and new outlets may be made 
and the good times may last awhile 
longer, but a halt is surə to come and 
no one can tell how soon.
